South End TB Problems 


The very same week Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority Director Robert Kenney 
publicly announced that the South End 
was losing its top priority for subsidized 
housing, the United States Public Health 
Service quietly issued its annual findings 
concerning serious communicable dis- 
eases, 

I feel certain that if Mr. Kenney and his 
staff had seen the latest figures they may 
have reconsidered their position. The of- 
ficial federal health report shows there are 
portions of the South End that rank with 
the worst public health sections in 
America — Harlem and the South Bronx 
in New York City, and Chinatown in San 
Francisco. 

Specifically, there are neighborhoods in 
the South End that showed 800 new cases 
of tuberculosis (on a scale of 100,000 per- 
sons) for the last reported year (1972). 
Massachusetts as a whole was very close 
to the national average with only 13.5 
cases for every 100,000 population. 


The South End’s 26,000 residents repre- - 


sent less than five percent of Boston’s 
population and yet it comprises the 
largest number of active TB cases. These 


are represented by a significant number of ~ 


street alcoholics, but also by a large 


number of newly arrived immigrants, as 
well as the elderly and other disadvan- 
taged residents. 

Decent housing has long been the first 
priority in fighting TB, which has been a 
forgotten disease in most cities for years. 
Inadequate shelter, poor nutrition, shor- 
tage of detoxification centers and halfway 
houses, plus an inflexible health care 
system all contribute to the proliferation 
of the TB killer. 

The South End is a relatively small, 
easily defined and potentially 
manageable area. The identification and 
treatment of this serious communicable 
disease is possible according to 
epidemiologists who study the cause and 
development of diseases. 

With a total of nearly 1,500 physicians 
at Boston City, BU and Tufts there cer- 
tainly is no shortage of medical resources 
and an unparalleled patient ratio of 17 
residents to each M.D. But many South 
End residents seldom see a physician. 

Earlier this year, Mayor White, Direc- 
tor Kenney and Health Commissioner 
Leon White all participated in our 
organization’s public forums on South 
End problems. We were led to believe 
that they were concerned and would con- 
tinue to press to help local residents — 
not slum lords or luxury developers — to 
solve their problems. If the U.S. Public 
Health Service report does not warrant 
consideration as a serious problem, then 
perhaps the South End does not deserve 
its top priority in subsidized housing. If it 
does, the first step is a massive effort for 
decent housing.

If you think that the candy 
counter-culture is unusual, look inside the 
auditorium some time and see the full- 
course meals that some people insist on 
bringing in. Food slung by a rude patron 
can travel an amazing distance. The 
record at Sack Theatres is now held by 
half a red juicyfruit.

Jamaica Plain: Neighborhood in the Red

James Michael Curley called 
it home, and the legendary Last 
Hurrah mayor received the 
public there each morning in his 
Jamaicaway mansion. Curley’s 
Jamaica Plain, three decades 
ago, was known as one of 
Boston’s best neighborhoods: 
lace curtains on well-maintained 
three-family homes, mansions 
on the hills around Jamaica 
Pond, the convenience of the Ar- 
borway street car. 

Today, Curley is long gone, 
but not everything has c 
in what the residents call “J.P.” 
The three-deckers remain, albeit 
with Spanish surnames replac- 
ing Irish on some mailboxes. So 
do the bars with painted 
shamrocks under the grimy 
Washington Street El, though 
some of the old-time patrons no 
longer live in the neighborhood. 
A Centre Street sign notes that 
the Kiwanis Club still meets on 
Tuesday, but nearby abandoned 
homes and factories imply that 
membership has dropped. Not 
long ago, the political power of 
an area once so well looked-after 
had fallen to the point where a 
12-lane expressway was nearly 
run through it. 

Jamaica Plain has become, in 
reputation if not reality, a bad 
neighborhood. People who’ve 
come no closer to its thriving cor- 
ner stores and well-preserved 
Victorian homes than Jamaica 
Pond will tell you to avoid it at 
night. 

The story of good 
neighborhoods fallen is repeated 
endlessly in American cities. It’s 
a phenomenon so common we 
expect it anywhere — perhaps 
even where it need not occur. 
You would not, for instance, be 
charitably received in the base- 
ment of Jamaica Plain’s St. An- 
drew’s Church were you to slur 
the surrounding neighborhood. 
The church is the meeting place 
for the Jamaica Plain Communi- 
ty Council, a 200-member 
organization with the 
ecumenical composition as 
neighborhood: old Irish families, 


new black and Latin ones, a 


scattering of Germans, a few 
young, middle-class 
professionals who’ve recently 
discovered J.P. Council 
members would not deny that 
signs of blight are around them 
— the littered street, boarded-up 
homes. But they would heatedly 
differ with the familiar story 
about declining neighborhoods, 
the inevitable tale of racial 
change and fleeing whites. And 
their theory and their strategies 
may have implications, not only 
in other neighborhoods, but 
nationwide. 

Jamaica Plain, say Council 


members, is not being aban- 
doned from within. It is being 
strangled, with a slow deathlock 
coming from something called 
“bank disinvestment.” It is a 
problem that a city-employed 
planner says affects a third of 
Boston and parts of all U.S. 
cities. Quite simply, the com- 
munity council convincingly 
contends that by either formal or. 
tacit agreement, the savings 
banks in which Jamaica Plain 
residents keep an estimated $35 
million have decided not to in- 
vest that money in the 
neighborhood that supplies it. In 


. other words, no. mortgages for 


the young family who wants a 
home, as well as a dearth of that 
preventive medicine called the 
home improvement loan that 
savings banks traditionally have 
supplied. The funds go instead 
to the suburbs, bypassing what’s 
been marked a “high-risk area.” 
Disinvestment is a dangerous 
self-fulfilling prophecy: If banks 
designate an area a potential 
slum, the decision can doom it to 
becoming one. 

Barbara Last lives on Hub- 
bard St., a quiet side street 
which, like many in Jamaica 
Plain, is a combination of tidy, 
freshly-painted homes and aban- 
doned, perhaps burnt-out, 
dwellings with weather-beaten 
for-sale signs. It’s a scene with 
Barbara ascribes not to irrespon- 
sible neighbors, but to a quirk of 
geography. “The line goes down 
Centre Street,” she says, “and 
we’re on the other side.”’ The line 
she refers to is well-known in 
Jamaica Plain, and its im- 
aginary color is red. Within the 
area it bounds — the most pop- 
ulous half of J.P. — savings 
banks have apparently decided 
not to invest. 

Red-Lining 

“Red-lining,” illegal but hard 
to prove, has been associated 
with Boston banks before. Two 
years ago, a U.S. Senate Sub- 
committee came here to in- 
vestigate the so-called BBURG 
(Boston Bank Urban Renewal 
Group) program, a well- 
intentioned agreement by 22 
banks to begin “minority len- 
ding.”” The program’s trouble, 
detailed in testimony to Sen. 
Phillip J. Hart (D-Mich.), came 
in where they agreed to lend. By 
loaning to blacks only if they 
bought homes in designated 
“‘red-lined’”’ areas, banks ap- 
parently fostered segregated 
housing. 

“Tt used to be that only race 
determined red-lining,” says a 
city planner. “Now banks are 
unwilling to put money into 
almost any low-income or 


working-class neighborhood. For 
districts like Jamaica Plain, it 
can be the kiss of death.” 

A J.P. computer firm consul- 
tant, who approached 17 banks 
before a “‘personal favor” gained 
him a mortgage on a home 
costing less than his annual 
salary, describes the red-line 
cycle: 

“If people can’t get loans, the 
value of the whole area goes 
down. Older residents, ready to 
retire, find they can’t sell their 
homes. They may take a low 


price from a real estate 
speculator who has cash... . 
When the Irish came here, they 
got started by buying a three- 
decker, earning money on rents. 
New immigrants, like the 
Latins, can’t do that because of 
the banks. You have to own 20 
buildings before you can get a 
mortgage on one. And 
remember, someone who lives in 
a house naturally takes care of it. 
A speculator milks it — doubles 
the rent, brings in students or 
new immigrants excluded

elsewhere. Or maybe they bring 
in blacks, scare whites out and 
pick up more homes that way. 
After a few years, the 
neighborhood is rotten.” 

Barbara Last, walking around 
Hubbard Street, comments, “I 
can tell which houses are owner- 
occupied right away. You can 
tell just by looking.” 

A technical advisor to the 
community council from the 
staff of the Boston Urban Obser- 
vatory, a think tank housed at U. 
Mass, says, “The effects of de- 
facto red-lining are subtle. Just 
comments made by mortgage of- 
ficers can determine an area’s 


‘future. Suggestions like, ‘Why 


don’t you move somewhere else?’ 
By the time you document red- 
lining it can be too late.” 

Statistics painstakingly 
assembled by the Urban Obser- 
vatory and community council 
from banking trade journals in- 
dicate well-developed bank 
neglect of Jamaica Plain. The 
biggest offender, in their records, 
is the area’s biggest bank: the 
local branch of the Boston Five 
Cents Savings Bank, second- 
largest thrift institution in the 
state. Estimated to hold the 
lion’s share of J.P.’s $35 million 
in deposits, the banks invested a 
mere $200,000 in the area two 
years ago. That was a drop from 
the already-minimal $400,000 of 
1969. Those figures, supplied by 
the council, were not confirmed 
for the Phoenix by the bank — 
repeated phone calls to bank of- 
ficers went unreturned, and such 
figures aren’t public. 

The Five Cents Savings Bank 
was, in fact, out-invested in 
Jamaica Plain in 1972 by two 
banks with about one percent of 


-its $800 million in assets. The 


Jamaica Plain Co-operative 
Bank invested some $300,000, 
the Roxbury-Highland Bank 
about $500,000 — each of those 
amounts down $200,000 from 
1971. 


Mortgage Denied 


Such figures translate into 
specific stories all over Jamaica | 
Plain. 

A bartender and his wife, both 
life-long residents of J.P., are 
denied a mortgage by the Five 
Cents Savings Bank for what the 
wife calls “our dream house.” 
“They told our realtor it was 
because of the area,” she says. 
“They'd deny that, though. 
After we went through the whole 
process of applying, they told us 
the house we wanted was too old. 
It seems like they’d have known 
that to begin with.”

STONED 


John Durkin opposed in- 
surance rate increases as New 
Hampshire Insurance Com- 
missioner until Governor 
Meldrim Thompson fired him.

Durkin turned it around 
to his political advantage. The 
facts were not accurate. It was 
Clement Stone, not W. Clement 
Stone,” Farnum says in explana- 
tion. 


THE END 


Boston’s perennial Fourth of 
July convention of right-wingers, 
the New England Rally for God, 
Family and Country, has seen its 
last hurrah. Last year’s rally, 
crowned with a speech by a black 
member of the John Birch Socie- 
ty calling for the bombing of the 
UN Building, was the end. The 
organization has sent notes of 
regret to its followers explaining 
why the event has been ter- 
minated: ‘Careful analysis of 
our past experience in- 
dicates ... that there is just no 
possibility that anyone or all of 
us together could achieve 
anything approaching an im- 
provement over the last Rally.” 
The real reason for the Rally’s 
closing is lack of attendance and 
money. The John Birch Society, 
which runs the New England 
Rally, decided to ax liability. It 
will live on, though, through 
nostalgic souvenirs. The letter 
announcing the Rally’s demise 
notes in a postscript: “The 
messages of its many speakers 
throughout the years will still be 
available on tape... There is 
also a limited supply of Robert 
Welch plaques and ‘Rally 
colors’.”

GETAWAY 


The $92.6 billion military 
budget proposed by the Pen- 
tagon for the 1975 fiscal year is 
the biggest ever. Among the 
items the Pentagon says it needs 
is an airplane to save the Presi- 
dent in case of nuclear war, of- 
ficially termed the “National 
Emergency Airborne Command 
Post.”” When the bombs start 
falling, the President and about 
40 of his aides would supposedly 
board this special plane and 
safely direct missile attacks from 
a high altitude. The aircraft, to 
cost $69.2 million, will be 
stationed at Andrews Air Force 
Base, have a windowless 
passenger compartment, a com- 
puter bank to direct rockets, and 
be equipped with protective 
shields from radioactivity and 
electro-magnetic pulse. 

Details about the plant came 
to light at a recent Senate Armed 


Services Committee hearing. 
Senator John Stennis (D-Miss.), 
chairman of the committee, ex- 
pressed concern that the plane 
might be overcrowded. He noted 
that the passenger space “Is only 
slightly larger than the elevator 
in the Senate Office Building.” 
Another problem not raised by 
the senators is that the plane 
only has enough fuel to fly for 16 
hours. No provision is made for a 
safe landing. 


BIG DADDY 


General Idi Amin, the ruler of 
Uganda, celebrated July 4 last 
year by sending President Nixon 
a note wishing him “a speedy 
recovery from Watergate.”’ 
Amin’s various malapropisms 
and pronouncements have been 
made into a 90 minute film, 
“Autoportrait,” that is packing 
them in in Paris. The London 
Observer calls the movie “the 
funniest film in town”; it was 
also recently aired on British 
television. The General, who 
says his hero is Hitler, is not all 
laughs, however. The Observer 
reports that at least 90,000 peo- 
ple have been executed since his 
accession to power 24 months 
ago.

Alberta King: 
Symbol of 
A Symbol

“Death don’t have no mercy, in 

this land.”

It was an act of singular 
meaninglessness. Alberta King 
dead in Atlanta, murdered for 
being the symbol of a symbol, 
shot by a man seemingly 
possessed of phantom motives. 
Worse still, it came upon a na- 
tion hardly able to react, our sen- 
sitivities almost frostbitten by 
years of cold violence. __ 

Not until fully three days later 
did the shooting finally trans- 
cend, if only a little, the imper- 
sonality with which it was com- 
mitted. Martin Luther King Sr. 
was preaching for his wife, third 
in the family to die prematurely 
in six years. Suddenly Mrs. Mar- 
tin Luther King Sr., as the news 
accounts insisted on calling her, 
became, from that funeral 
pulpit, Momma, long-time 
organist for the Ebeneezer Bap- 
tist church. She was surrounded 
by the members with whom 
she’d mourned in past years, and 
by the hand-fans and smelling 
salts of the black Baptist 
funeral. The old man, it was 
said, bade his farewell thanking 
God for those in his family still 
alive, telling his wife how he was 
tired, but ready to return to 
preaching Sunday. 

If Marcus Chenault, the ac- 
cused killer, proved anything, 
perhaps, it was that he had fail- 
ed on his own terms, by es- 
tablishing quite the opposite of 
what he apparently set out to ac- 
complish: the discrediting of 
black Christianity. If anything, 
Mrs. King’s death showed that 
the church maligned by 
Chenault is awesomely sustain- 
ing, an emotional reservoir of un- 
knowable depth. It was the 
church in which Alberta King 
raised her son that gave him the 
style and constituency so in- 
strumental to his later

The Puritan Eyes Have It

“Obscenity, who really cares?” 
—Bob Dylan, 1965 
Dylan fans obviously don’t 
predominate on Beacon Hill this 
year, as the General Court and 
Governor saved their most con- 
certed action of the year for 
2nactment of remarkably strict 
regulation of the commodity to 
which Bob was so indifferent. 
The ‘‘act providing for the 
regulation of obscenity”’ was not 
only passed overwhelmingly, but 
the Governor, in what could be 
called election-year lust for such 
a law, acted to make it effective 
immediately (there’s usually a 


90-day delay). That ended 60 


days in which the homeland of 
Puritan ethic was uncovered by 
an obscenity law, our last having 
been struck down by the 
Supreme Judicial Court as un- 
constitutionally vague during 
the Pru Cinema-Deep Throat 
trial. No one will say the same 
about the new one, which reads 
less like a 1974 law than like 
something discovered in un- 
edited transcripts of Cotton 
Mather-John Winthrop conver- 
sations. The return of blue uni- 
forms and like-colored noses 
sticking into the business of 
theaters and bookstores comes a 
as a result of a law that deems to 
be obscene: the naked female 


body, any pubic area, as well as. 


“covered male genitals in a dis- 
cernibly turgid state.” A few 
weeks before the same state 
legislature had found nothing at 
all obscene about the death 
penalty. 

It’s difficult to avoid making 
good clean fun of the whole 
sticky business, when one con- 
siders the immediate impact of 
the law. The vice squad once 
again marched into Deep 
Throat, setting the stage for Lin- 
da Lovelace’s third coming to 
the state judicial system. In the 
Combat Zone, which the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority 
recently decided officially to 
tolerate, Marilyn Chambers was 
replaced by Kung-Fu, and one 
theatre, which had switched in 
April from Alice in Wonderland 
to Deep Throat, announced a 
new policy: they reported a run 
on popcorn during Sinbad the 
Sailor. State House observers 
credited the new law’s explicit 
language with a veritable run on 
the Secretary of State’s Xerox 
machine, pressed into overtime 
for quickie dissemination. And 
in Northfield, Mass., a Berkshire 
County community of 2500, the 
police chief discreetly told the 
local drugstore to desist from 
selling Playboy, a magazine he 
says he reads and enjoys. 

And it’s easy, of course, to 
write off the law as a humorous 
adventure in election-year reac- 
tionaryness. There was pressure 
on legislators to bring some 
obscenity law back on the cam- 
paign trail with them. As one 
wag once said about the tenden-

cy to pass tough anti-crime laws, 
it’s hard to find constituents in 
favor of crime — or obscenity. 
Nonetheless, there was, indeed, 
a serious Beacon Hill battle over 
the new law, which a consortium 
of civil libertarians, publishers 
and film distributors do not joke 
about. They discuss it, rather, in 
terms like “repression.” 

The law passed despite a 
large-scale, last-minute lobbying 
effort headed by the Civil Liber- 


ties Union of Massachusetts 
(CLUM), joined by publishers, 
librarians and film companies. 
Despite gaining a number of 
sympathetic ears on Sargent’s 
staff, they failed to persuade the 
Governor to offer amendments to 
the Joint Judiciary Committee’s 
bill. The proposed changes were 
aimed at taking obscenity cases 
out of criminal courts and at 
limiting what appears to be wide 
police discretion in enforcement 


of the law. The obscenity 
decriminalization, as it were, 
followed along the lines of a 
House-passed bill, which would 
have all such cases begin in civil 
court. Only were someone to defy 
the civil finding would criminal 
action be initiated. That having 
failed, persons convicted of 
violating obscenity law face up- 

to five years in prison.

Buying the Magi’s Gift

Shades of O. Henry. 

There’s a market in Boston for 
human hair. 

A few wig makers who buy 
human hair for wearing still 
work downtown, even in these 
days of synthetics. 

Max Fischer is one of these. 

Max is the son in A.A. Fischer 
& Son, Boston’s oldest wig 
maker, located on the second 
floor of 175 Tremont Street. The 
shop was first opened in 1907, 
and Max came to the business in 
1920. 

Things have changed since 
then, the biggest change being of 
course the introduction of syn- 
thetics. 

“T use a lot of venicelon now,” 
Max said. “It’s comparable to 
human hair. 

“Most of the human hair that 
I use I buy direct from Palermo, 


Italy,” he offered, sliding out a 
drawer and exhibiting a handful 
of long, sleek and presumably 
Italian tresses. “Italian hair is 
the best. It’s cut from women 
who don’t use cosmetics or dyes. 
Also, an olive oil and fruit diet 
gives their hair a sheen no other 
hair has.” 

It’s true. The hair he was 
holding was dark and lustrous 
and constant in tone. 


“Now look at this,” he said, 
whipping out another and ob- 
viously inferior domestic scalp. 
It was dark at the base, and ran 
to varying shades of blonde at 
the other end. “I can’t use this 
for much. I just bought it 
because it’s a good length.” 


Max pays for hair — for your 
hair, for my hair — according to 


a formula shared by the other 


wig makers. Price is judged by 
quality (consistency of tone, 
luster, etc.), length and weight. 
(Bear in mind that a headful of 
hair won’t be more than a few 
ounces.) To be useable the hair 
must be at least 10-12 inches 
long. 

“T’ll pay a good price if the 
hair is of good quality or an un- 
usual shade or texture,” said 
Max. Good price is between five 
and 20 dollars. Bad price could 
be as low as $1.50. 

“It’s not like the old days,” he 
said, confessing he only gets two 
or three people a week coming in 
to barter their hair. ““‘We used to 
run this ad in the Herald,”’ he 
continued, laying a yellowed 
clipping on the counter. It said 
simply, ““We Buy Hair.” 

‘‘We don’t run the ad 
anymore.”

Q: 


My roommate, who comes from 
Durham, seems to know a lot about 
William Loeb, the conservative 
publisher of New Hampshire’s 
Manchester Union Leader. I'd like to 
find out if some of his stories about 
Loeb are true. Is it true that Loeb 
refuses to publish any letter received 
from a non-New Hampshire resident? 
Is it true that he broke his own rule in 
1972 by publishing an anti-Muskie 
smear letter sent from Florida? (My 
roommate says that the smear letter 
was written by Nixon’s “dirty tricks” 
squad and was used to hurt Muskie in 
the New Hampshire primary. Is this 
true?) Is it true that Loeb refuses to 
live in New Hampshire? Can you 
provide a quick biographical sketch of 
Citizen Loeb? It would be much ap- 
preciated.

: As publisher of New Hampshire’s 


largest newspaper (circulation 65,691) 
William Loeb, a right winger whose 
political enemies, it has been said, in- 
clude almost the entire political spec- 
trum to the left of Louis XIV (he 
doesn’t even like the Pres), wields 
tremendous political power in his 
state. At 68, Loeb, a dead ringer for 
Orphan Annnie’s Daddy Warbucks, 
spends little time in New Hampshire, 
preferring instead his ranch in Arizona 
or what has been described as his 
heavily fortified mansion in Pride’s 
Crossing (Mass.). His critics charge 
that his near-monopoly over the news 
in New Hampshire is “‘a repressive in- 
fluence on the life of the state.” 
Curiously enough, one of Loeb’s heroes 
is Jimmy Hoffa, the recently paroled 
ex-Teamster president sent up the 
river on a jury tampering charge. Hoffa 
was instrumental in securing a $2 
million loan for Loeb from the 
Teamsters’ pension fund and bailing 
him out of a financial jam several years 
ago. Not so curious is the fact that 
Loeb is not what you call one of your 
big Muskie fans and did in fact print a 
letter during the 1972 New Hampshire 
Presidential primary attributed to the 
Nixon dirty tricks squad that was very 
damaging to the Maine senator, even- 
tually forcing him out of the race. It is 
not true that Loeb refuses to print 
letters from out-of-staters.

: What were the Nazi Olympics? I heard 


the phrase the other day and don’t 
know what it means.

: The reference is to the Olympic Games 


of 1936, held in Munich, Germany, 
during the solidification of his power 
by Adolph Hitler. The Games 
themselves were a bizarre spectacle, a 
fantasy-drama that was, in essence, a 
superbly engineered piece of Nazi 
Realpolitik. Over 5,000 athletes from 
28 nations fought as political gladiators 
in this shrewdly propagandistic 
festival used by Hitler to strengthen 
his control over the German people and 
to introduce Nazi culture to the whole 
world. The most famous of the athletes 
to compete were Jesse Owens, who won 
four gold metals; Helen Stephens, ‘‘the 
fastest woman in the world;’ Kitei 
Son, a Korean running the marathon 
under the hated Japanese flag; and 
half-Jewish fencing champion Helen 
Mayer, who became a cause celebre by 
competing under the swastika. 


Q: Could you please explain how crema- 


tion is done? Every time I ask someone 
I put them off — they're too horrified 
that I’d want to know such a thing.

A so-called total reorganization of the 

editorial procedures at the Globe went 

.into effect July 1 and the new system was 
outlined in lengthy memos to all Globe 
staffers (‘All hands’’) by Ed Doherty and 
Bob Phelps, managing editor and assis- 
tant M.E. of the morning paper. 

The Doherty memo explains ambitious 
in-house shifts of responsibility designed 
to tighten up editing and also, apparent- 
ly, to increase greatly editors’ control over 
what is being written. 

This last point was made clear in the 
accompanying Phelps memo, which in- 
structs reporters to consult early and 
often with editors as they undertake their 
assignments. Reporters, Phelps says, 
must now check with the new “story” 
editors before writing, must turn in the 
first page as soon as it is written “so that 
the story editor can see if it is on the 
track,’’ must check again with the editor 
after filing the complete story, and must 
leave a phone number where they can be 
reached before leaving the office. All this 
at the publication known recently as “the 
writer’s paper.” 

Writers are also told that they will no 
longer put their own bylines on stories — 
that’s now an editor’s decision. But my 
favorite new rule is this: “Please do not 
talk to story editors about advance stories 
between 3 and 4 p.m., and when they are 
busy getting the budget together for the 
Editors’ meeting.” Is that anything like 
“Please do not talk to the operator while 
the bus is in motion?”

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Bathhouses Hot Water and Harmonicas 


By R.D. Rosen 
For most of us, cleanliness is 
still next to godliness; for many 
of Boston’s North Enders, 
however, cleanliness is also next 
to Columbus High School on 
North Bennett St. There stand 
the public baths, owned and 
operated by the city’s Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation. 
The public bathhouse, one of the 
two remaining in the city, is a 
three-story brick building that 
contains 32 men’s and 32 
women’s showers on the first 
floor, a weight room and boxing 
ring on the second where North 
End youths work out, and a cozy 
little gymnasium on the third. 

The modesty of this small 
edifice and its unassuming 
facilities do not reflect its impor- 
tance to the community. 
Elsewhere in the com- 
monwealth, saunas, steam 
baths, shvitzes, health clubs, 
and massage parlors abound as 
testimony to man’s need for 
specific bodily attentions, but in 
the North End, where it is es- 
timated as many as one-third of 
the apartments are still without 
baths or showers (despite 
renovations), the requirements 
are more basic. A large percen- 
tage of the North End popula- 
tion depends on the public baths 
just to keep clean. 

The men’s and women’s 
showers are open to the public 
and cost nothing, but bathers 
must bring their own soap and 
towels. Until about 10 years ago, 
soap and towels were provided 
by the city at a penny a piece, 
but the city was losing towels at 
such a prodigious rate that the 
service was discontinued. 

Tony Sullivan, who works at 
the baths, reminisces about the 
days when someone would throw 
down 15 cents for 13 towels and 
two miniscule bars of Ivory. The 
towels were so small, remembers

Sullivan, that they were soaked 
through as soon as you applied 
them to your body, and it took at 
least a dozen to dry off. But some 
bathers would throw about eight 
of the towels in the bin when 
they were through and take the 
other five home. The trucks 
would unload 1500 new towels 


and two days later pick up only 
900 dirty ones. People all over 
Boston were shining their shoes 
and cleaning their cars with 
towels stitched “City of Boston.” 


Super Water Pressure 


On a particularly steamy day, 
the North Bennett Street baths 


serve between four and five hun- 
dred people. On any day, there is 
at the least a slow and steady 
stream of bathers, mostly older 
people, and laborers stopping by 
to rinse off on their way home 
from work. They come, drop a 
nod in the direction of Tony or 
Frank ‘‘Harmonica Man’”’ 


Masucci, who has been at the 
baths for 10 years, and head for 
the showers, emerging later with 
their paper bags and wet hair. 
Though most of the regular 
customers don’t know the 
privilege of a private bath at 
home, there are some who do and 
still use the baths, out of either 
convenience or a sense of devo- 
tion to this community tradition, 
or maybe just out of preference 
for the city baths’ superior water 
pressure. 

I was told, though, that there 
are some who live in apartments _ 
without baths who still shun the 
communal showers. ““They don’t 
go,” one North Ender told me, 
‘because they sceve it.” (sceve is 
a colloquialism that derives from 
schievoso, which translates as 
‘dirty, rotten, stomach- 
turning.”) In truth, the men’s 
shower rooms (I cannot vouch for 
the women’s) are rather 
minimalist, dark, dank sancta of 
cement and black slate. “But if 
you think that people here are 
going to complain about the 
shower situation in the North 
End,” I was informed, ‘“‘you’re 
wrong.” 

The reason is that, because of 
the generally small dimensions 
of North End apartments, the 
installation of a shower would in 
many cases use up an entire 
room, a sacrifice that families 
crowded for living space are un- 
derstandably unwilling to make. 
In addition, plumbing systems 
tend to be antiquated in the 
North End, and the renovation 
necessary to build a shower 
would cost the tenant substan- 
tially in the form of a rent in- 
crease. Rents in the North End 
are still very modest (though not 
so modest as they were as little 
as 15 years ago when four or five 
rooms went for $17 a month),

and any rent increase would be 
disproportionately high. 
Technically it is a violation of 
the Boston Housing Code for an 
apartment not to have a tub or 
shower (Section 3.1), but the 
Housing Inspection Department, 
respecting this community 
homeostasis, permits a variance 
of the code when it’s physically 
undesirable (for the landlords) to 
install facilities. Of course, it’s 
often in a landlord’s interest to 
insist on the impossibility of 
building showers if he’s not in 
the mood for capital outlays. 
Though undoubtedly many 
families actually prefer not to 
sacrifice living space to a bath 
tub, others desire facilities but 
are continually put off. Charlie 
Falco, manager of the North 
End’s Little City Hall, does not 
think it’s a good idea to push too 
hard for showers “because it 
would start chaos,” and perhaps 
~ he’s right that the watering of 
the North End would upset some 
precarious ethnic balance. “I 
don’t like to see the overhaul of 
the North End,” Falco goes on, 
eyeing the disruptions already 
caused by a growing waterfront 
population and the C-2 parcel.

$6000 mortgage to rehabilitate 
an abandoned property on an 
otherwise nice street. “I know 
people that have tried every 
bank in the Yellow Pages,” he 
says. After what he considers a 
personal favor got him financing, 
he was able to restore the house 
and quickly sell it for $15,000. 

A 12-room Victorian home, 
adjacent to parks and set on a 
half-acre of land, is sold for $15,- 
000. The new owner says, “The 
realtor told us that somewhere 
else the place would go for 
$65,000.” 

An area realtor with more than 
20 years experience says, “It’s 
pretty nearly impossible to get 
bank money for any place 
between Centre Washington 
Streets. You’d be lucky if a bank 
even came out to look at the 
house. And I can say for certain 
that banks have decided not to 
touch three-deckers — and we 
have a lot of three-deckers.”” 


The Plan 


The community council is go- 
ing beyond documenting bank 
abuses. Last month, they an- 
nounced a response, a 
dramatically simple project that 
could send shock waves through 
financial institutions. Called the 
Jamaica Plain Community 
Investment Plan, it has so far at- 
tracted $300,000 — not in 
government funds, but from 
residents’ savings accounts. The 
money has been pledged to any 
community bank which will 
agree to recycle it in the form of 
mortgages and home repair loans 
in Jamaica Plain. 

“I would think small banks, 
some of which are having a hard 
time competing because of the 
better service the big ones can 
offer, would jump at this,” says a 
Beacon Hill banking observer. 
One bank may do just that. John 
O’Donnell, president of the 
Roxbury-Highland Bank, says, 
“We are very definitely con- 
sidéring the idea, and we'll pre- 
sent it to our (mid-July) board 
meeting.” 

How can participants in the 
Investment Plan be sure their 
money is being used as they 
wish? The question is a difficult 
one. Current bank reporting 
procedure does not require a 
bank to break down its in- 
vestments by geography. That 
fact has brought the community 
council into heated conflict with 
Freda Koplow, the ~ Com- 
missioner of Banks and Banking. 
The commissioner has staunchly 
opposed any bank disclosure of 
its investment pattern. Koplow, 
a cordial suburban liberal, ad- 
mits she never expected her job

would find her — as at St. An- 
drews Church recently — con- 
fronted by 200 angry Jamaica 
Plain residents demanding to 
know where their savings are be- 
ing invested. Koplow, observers 
agree, could legally require a 
bank to supply that information, 
but she declines. 

“Community renewal is not 
part of my job,”’ she says. 
“Problems like those in Jamaica 
Plain exist in every neglected ur- 
ban center. I’m not here to tell 
banks where to invest their 
money. They have to choose 
what they consider the best 
risks. My job is to protect 
depositors. That means making 
sure the banks don’t make 
foolish investments and 
squander money.” 


Protecting Depositors? 


Community council leaders 
find flaws in that reasoning. 
‘‘How well-protected are 
depositors,” asks one, “if they 
earn regular interest while their 
neighborhood goes to hell. It’s 
just not enough for banks to be in 
the neighborhood and offer good 
hours in which we can give them 
our money. They have to give us 
something in return.” 

Commissioner Koplow’s 

ticence ahout investment. dis. 

closure has prompted communi- 
ty council leaders to open a 
legislative front aimed at the 
same goal. They are currently 
pushing for passage of House 
5597, filed by Rep. Paul White 
(D-Dorchester), which would 
require geographic breakdown — 
probably by zip code — of all 
savings bank investments. The 
bill has cleared the House. 
Beacon Hill observers give it a 
slightly better-than-even chance 
in the Senate. 

One redevelopment authority 
official sees the combination of 
the proposed investment plan 
and disclosure law as “an un- 
precedently powerful tool for 
neighborhoods. They’d be able 


to embarrass any bank taking 
too much money out of the area. 


And they could offer incentives, 


for banks not to do so. There’s 
nothing like this anywhere else.” 

That same combination sends 
savings bankers into various 
states of apoplexy, a few of them 
perhaps justified. Several small 
bankers complain that without 
buying expensive computer 
facilities they’d lack the means 
to supply geographic investment 
data. An industry. spokesman 
notes that “the report would 
only be meaningful in certain ur- 
ban areas. We'd support a bill 
empowering the banking com- 
missioner to get that kind of in- 
formation if there’s a need, in- 
stead of forcing all banks 


supply it. But she could 
probably make that request now, 
if she wanted to.” 


A Bad Time 
The same spokesman agreed 


in part with the community 
council’s diagnosis of 
neighborhood problems, but 
adds, “They’ve picked a bad 
time for a campaign. There’s no 
money around for anything, not 
like there was a few years ago. 
Savings banks lost millions in 
deposits last year for the first 
time since the Depression. Infla- 
tion has forced small depositors 
to withdraw savings, and big 
depositors can get better interest 
rates elsewhere. Now is not the 
time for protests.” 

Community leaders agree 
privately that inflation has com- 
plicated the banking picture, but 
point out that disinvestment has 
apparently been going on for 
nearly a decade, through boom 
and bust alike. The investment 
campaign, say its organizers, is 
intended as more than a 
response to a short-term 
mortgage drought. What has sur- 
faced in Jamaica Plain, it is said, 
is part of an institutionalized 
prejudice against the city 
neighborhood. 

“You watch television and all 
the glory goes to the suburbs,” 
says a community council 
leaders. “It seems to say ‘That’s 
the way you’re supposed to live.’ 
I lived in suburban Detroit for 
awhile — tHat’s the whole 
dream. I nearly went crazy, it 


to was so sterile. But that’s where 


banks make their money, loan- 
ing to one big developer rather 
than small homeowners. I think 
if the banks had their way, all 
the neighborhoods would be torn 
down and they’d put up 
highways and highrises.” 

Lip-service to the glory of 
Boston neighborhoods comes 
from politicians almost as often 
as statements about busing. 
Ironically, if there were really a 
push for neighborhood preserva- 
tion orchestrated by City Hall, 
Jamaica Plain would seem to 
deserve high priority. Despite 
economic neglect, it has evolved 
into one of the city’s most 
economically and racially in- 
tegrated areass, as well as 
remaining fairly safe, its reputa- 
tion notwithstanding. It shows 
signs of following the South End 
pattern, in which the city’s worst 
slum has become the scene of 
spiraling demand for a chic ur- 
ban address. The same kind of 
young, educated middle-class 
tastemakers who ignored war- 
nings and fell in love with South 
End architecture, are now 
scouting for Victorian homes in 
Jamaica Plain. They see it as 
close to parks, convenient to 
public transportation, and 
possessed of schools that will be 
only minimally affected by the 
racial balance plan — most are 
already integrated. 

“Jamaica Plain,” says a City 
Hall planner, “is the kind of 
neighborhood that institutions 
should be striving to help, not ig- 
nore. It’s a good place to take a 
stand.” 
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New Set Allegations

A woman with her tongue full 
of unnecessary stitches, another 
who spent hours strapped to a 
chair because there were not 
enough workers around to make 
sure she would not pull a feeding 
needle from her arm — these are 
among the experiences of 
patients at Bournewood, a 
private mental hospital in 
Brookline, according to 
allegations made recently by 
employees there. 


In late 1972, Bournewood was 
cited by this paper for a number 
of violations of the law and 
Department of Mental Health 
regulations, which have the force 
of law. 

Among the charges were: 
Overuse of electroshock treat- 
ment (ECT), failure to obtain 
from patients what is known as 
“informed consent” for shock 
treatment, poor nursing care, in- 
adequate notification to patients 
of their civil rights, and insuf- 
ficient staffing — all of these 
grounds for suspension and, if 
not corrected, revocation of the 
hospital’s license. 

A subsequent investigation by 
the Department of Mental 
Health a year ago last February 
culminated in a meeting of 
DMH officials with Bournewood 
administrators, designed to help 
bring up the standards. The 
tightening of ECT regulations 
not long afterwards gave some 
hope t overzealous use of 
shock would abate at 
Bournewood and other similar 
local institutions. 

Bournewood did change. As 
required by law, pay phones for 
patients were put on the wards; 
psychiatric aides were no longer 


given nurses’ shifts; showers 
were installed. But recently four 
of the hospital’s employees — 
joined later by five others — ap- 
proached the Phoenix to allege 
that there were still violations. 
The major problems — as charg- 
ed by these psychiatric aides and 
supported by consultation with 
outside medical doctors, a visit 
to Bournewood and an interview 
with a former patient — have 
been: 

- Inadequate medical care, 
including the questionable prac- 
tice of having psychiatric aides, 
instead of nurses, administer 
medication. 

- Insufficient inservice 
training and staffing, including 
the lack of a doctor always on the 
premises. 

Failure to follow correct 
procedure for restraining 
patients. 

- Falsification of patients’ 
records. 

Incomplete patient care 
plans. 

- Failure to obtain informed 
consent from some patients for 
electroshock treatment. 


- Violation of health 
standards

Bournewood administrator 
Myron Tuross, when asked 
about these allegations, declined 
to comment. 


One involuntarily committed 
patient at Bournewood — let’s 
call her Angela — resisted get- 
ting ECT, according to an aide 
who says she was present. When 
the staff came to administer the 
drug (atropine) to keep Angela 


from choking on her own saliva 
during the treatment and 
possibly developing pneumonia 
afterwards, she refused the shot, 
knowing it was the precursor to 
shock. Then her doctor told her 
he was going to draw some blood, 
but instead gave her an injection 
of an anesthetic — never the 
atropine. Soon out cold, Angela 
had the shock treatment and 
afterward — like most people 
whose memories are impaired by 
it — didn’t remember much of 
what had happened. 

Although many argue its 
wisdom, the law does allow the 
hospital to administer shock 
without the consent of involun- 
tarily committed patients. But 
the failure to give atropine before 
shock runs contrary to accepted 
medical practice and, according 
to aides, there have been other 
similar instances. 

The woman who has a 
tongueful of stitches, say the 
aides, suffered her injury 
because the staff failed to put a 
gag in her mouth before ECT, 
and she bit herself during the 
convulsion that always accom- 
panies treatment. ‘‘She was real- 
ly angry and wanted to do 
something about it,’’ com- 
mented one employee, ‘‘until she 
got her next shock treatment, 
and then she forgot all about it.” 

Bournewood accepts some 
patients, according to the aides, 
with serious medical problems — 
a woman who recently had sur- 
gery for cancer, for instance; 
another who is a high risk for 
stroke; and a third who had 
seizures lasting over two hours. 
Failure to keep close watch on 
such patients could have grave 


consequences. 

Yet the nurses, say the aides, 
have rarely been right up on the 
wards during their evening 
shifts, leaving primary patient 
care to aides who watch out for 
everything from intravenous 
needles to the condition of 
patients’ bowel movements and 
bed sores. For these respon- 
sibilities, generally considered a 
nurse’s province, the aides claim 
they receive almost no inservice 
training, although the DMH re- 
quires it. 


Understaffing Cited 


The aides also cite instances of 
understaffing. Contrary to the 
Department of Mental Health 
regulations, Bournewood on at 
least two occasions recently has 
not had a doctor on duty on 
evening shifts, aides claim. The 
aides also estimate that for 
about 70 patients on a given 
afternoon, there may have been 
as few as three nurses and six 
aides. At night there seldom has 
been more than one nurse on the 
premises they add. While the 
DMH has no specific standards 
for nursing staff-to-patient 
ratios, the numbers must be 
sufficient to run the hospital 
smoothly. 

“That’s probably enough,”’ es- 
timated Dr. Robert Kaplan, the 
Mental Health Department of- 
ficial who has been inspecting 
Bournewood, “to maintain the 
basic giving of medications, but 
it seems to be a little thin in 
terms of providing any real 
program — just enough to do the 
paperwork.” 

On the contrary, the aides say, 
even the paperwork doesn’t 


always get done. One patient 
who required feeding by needle 
wrenched the needle out so often 
she was put in the leather straps 
called “restraints.’’ Department 
of Mental Health regulations 
specify that the straps should be 
loosened at intervals, but there 
was not enough staff around for 
that. Instead the patient was 
kept tied up continuously, but — 
at the direction of the nurse in 
charge — the aide filled out the 
legal restraint form for her 
records as if the regulations had 
been followed. 


This is a violation both of the 
restraint and of the’ record- 
keeping regulations, but, stated 
another aide, “It happens a lot.” 


Even for very sick patients, 
charge the aides, their co- 
workers sometimes have not 
measured or charted the 
patients’ vital signs (blood 
pressure, respiration, pulse, 
temperature) and other signifi- 
cant tests. Likewise, overworked 
nurses have not reviewed the 
plottings when they are done, 
causing a good deal of discontent 
among the aides, and less 
willingness to do their work. 


“I’ve made up the vital signs 
sometimes, because no one 
checks,’’ admitted one 
employee. “I’ve made it up, and 
I’ve been with other aides who 
have too.” 


Taking these tests is crucial, 
particularly for patients on 
highly potent psychoactive drugs 
that should be temporarily dis- 
continued, in some cases, if the 
vital signs change drastically. To 
ignore this aspect of medical

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Harrington Cops Out on Maternity Leaves

Last week Massachusetts 
Senate President Kevin 
Harrington ignominiously killed 
a bill that would have extended 
disability benefits to women dur- 
eo leave from work. 
is justifications ranged from 
the fiscally responsible to the 
clinical, but feminist lobbyists 
charge that his real resistance to 
the bill — and the legislature’s 
and industry’s — came from 
last-gasp sexism. 

“The maternity leave issue,” 
explained Barbara Blom, a 
legislative coordinator for the 
National Organization for 
Women and a recent lobbyist at 
Harrington’s office, ‘‘really 
becomes a symbol for the last 
vestige of the male hold on the 
economy, not only in the job 
situation, but in the home as 
well.” 

By not treating pregnancy as a 
temporary disability, Blom’s 
argument runs, industry can 
continue to assume that women 
will not remain in the workforce 
after childbirth, thereby denying 
them promotions and raises. 
Likewise, husbands can main- 
tain the illusion that their work 
is more important than their 
wives’. 

The facts seem to run counter 
to these commonly held 


premises. There are no readily 
available statistics on how many 
women resign from work when 
they have a child or how long 
they stay out, but, according to 
Blom, one out of four of the 
Commonwealth’s working 
women has children under the 
age of six. And indications are 
that the number of employed 
mothers is growing. 

Harrington’s arguments have 
not taken into account the 
necessity for some women to 
resume working almost im- 
mediately after childbirth. He 
chose instead at one point to 
concentrate on the economic fac- 
tors raised by the state’s organiz- 
ed business lobby, Associated In- 
dustries of Massachusetts 
(AIM). 

AIM has compiled figures 
suggesting that the cost to 
Massachusetts industry of paid 
maternity disability would be 
prohibitive — anywhere from 
$50 million to over $60 million. 
Coming up with the much lower 
estimate of $18 million, NOW 
not only disputes the figures, but 
also questions the fairness of us- 
ing the fiscal approach at all. 

“It’s always going to cost 
money to guarantee equal 
rights,” as Terry Stone, Vice 
President of the Eastern 


Massachusetts chapter of NOW, 
puts it. 
The Massachusetts 


legislature, in not passing the 
bill — which would‘ have been 
the first of its kind in the country 
— has the ultimate in respec- 
table excuses. Only a few weeks 
ago, the U.S. Supreme Court rul- 
ed that a California law that had 
been challenged in U.S. District 
Court was not unconstitutional 
in denying maternity disability. 
Like the going theory on Beacon 
Hill, the Court’s majority deci- 
sion said that the state’s “‘cost- 
saving interest’”’ took precedence 
over the Equal Protection Clause 
of the 14th Amendment to the 
Constitution. 

Women may still get their day 
(and their pay) in court, 
however. The Supreme Court 
decision does not mean that 
maternity disability would be 
unconstitutional, but merely 
that the state does not have to 
provide it. As cited in a dissen- 
ting opinion, by three of the 
justices, this ruling ignores 
guidelines adopted by the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission under the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act, which explicitly 
state that pregnancy should be 
treated like any other temporary 
disability. The Massachusetts 


Commission Against 
Discrimination has laid down a 
similar set of rules that also have 
the force of law. NOW is explor- 
ing the possibility of bringing a 
state court test on the basis of 
these provisions, 

If that doesn’t work, the 
passage .of the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the Constitution 
— guaranteeing that no rights 
shall be abridged or denied on 
the basis of sex — may eventual- 
ly be used to override the Court 
decision. Currently, only five 
more states are needed to ratify 
the ERA. 

No, Harrington has not in- 
gratiated himself with feminists 
during this phase, switching his 
ground so frequently that it has 
been difficult to decide where he 
wants to be. Originally he 
protested he was in favor of the 
“concept” of the bill yet could 
not live with its working, but last 
week he came out and said, ac- 
cording to his aide John Abbott, 
that he ‘“‘can’t comprehend put- 
ting pregnancy in the same 
category as a broken leg.” 

He also has insultingly 
suggested that if the bill were 
law, there would be a great 
tendency to abuse it by staying 
out unjustifiably long — to the 
extent, Blom says, that he 


recommended to her that she’ 
double her estimates of what it 
would cost. 

But the ultimate outrage for 
NOW and representatives from 
the women officeworkers’ 
organization, “9 to 5,” that join- 
ed in a protest last week against 
Harrington’s actions was his con- 
tention that the feminists were 
unable to compromise. His opi- 
nion came out after a closed-door 
negotiating session where the 
women were insisting the bill be 
brought to a vote in order to 
determine which way individual 
legislators would fall. 
Harrington’s aides were advising 
that first the bill should be 
amended so that it would be 
more likely to pass, incor- 
porating amendments excluding 
voluntary abortions and limiting 
disability benefits to 6 weeks 
after delivery 

“Politics has tuned to a very 
fine degree the art of com- 
promise,” said Blom after the 
session, “but we do not com- 
promise our basic principles. We 
don’t want to be half equal. 
Legislators have a good deal of 
difficulty dealing with us for that 
reason. They think we don’t un- 
derstand the legislative process. 
We do. We just don’t like the 
legislative process.”

Mideast Nuclear Deals: Bombs Away?

Nuclear weapons, the status 
symbols of the Seventies, have 
become an. increasingly 
dangerous threat as they spread 
to warring countries, hot spots of 
the globe that haven’t signed 
non-aggression treaties. 

President Nixon’s proposed 
sale of nuclear reactors to the 
Mid-East greatly increases the 
possibility of Egyptian-Israeli 
nuclear war. Now France, with a 
$4 billion contract to sell five 
nuclear reactors to Iran, is in the 
same position as the United 
States: middleman in the 
development of nuclear arms. 

Iran, for one, is not vague 
about its intentions. When asked 
by a French magazine reporter 
whether Iran should join the 
nuclear weapons club, the Shah 
of Iran answered, “‘Without any 
doubt, and sooner than one 
would think.’’ The Iranian 
government has since denied 
that sentiment. 

Ambitious nuclear programs 
are underway from Argentina 
and Brazil to Pakistan, Egypt 
and Taiwan. The nuclear device 
recently exploded by India was 
made possible by using 
plutonium by-products from its 
Canadian, British and American 
reactors. There’s no question 
that sale of nuclear reactors to a 
country enables it to build 


nuclear weapons. 

The Shah of Iran and, his Em- 
press went to Paris a few weeks 
ago and left with an agreement 
to purchase from the French five 
1,000 megawatt nuclear reactors 
worth $1.1 billion. The value of 
industrial plans and contracts 
makes that deal worth about $4 
billion overall. Delivery of all 
materials will be completed by 
1985, but in the meantime Iran 
has agreed to pay three-fourths 
of the nuclear installation cost 
by 1980, making their initial 
deposit to the Bank of France no 
less than $1 billion. 

In the bargain, France will be 
allowed extended oil exploration 
in Iran, making the French the 
leaders in development of Ira- 
nian natural gas and its exporta- 
tion to Europe. The Shah 
promised additional quantities 
of oil to France. 

The establishment of a 
nuclear research center, the 
training of Iranian scientists and 
technicians, and construction of 
a gas liquefaction plant and 
pipeline have been promised to 
Iran by the French. 

Iran is a nuclear novice with 
no means of producing enriched 
uranium or extracting usable 
plutonium from spent reactor 
fuel. Thus, they don’t have the 
capacity to develop a nuclear 


weapon, which requires one of 
the two. But according to Ian 
Smart, Director of Studies at the 
Royal Institute of International 
Affairs in London, it wouldn’t 
take much to equip Iran for 
plutonium production or 
purification. 

“New technologies make it 
possible to enrich uranium 
without imitating the vast, ex- 
pensive plants the United States 
has built,” Smart wrote in a 
N.Y. Times article. ‘“‘South 
Africa reportedly has a pilot 
enrichment plant. Japan, 
Australia, Brazil, and even Zaire 
have plans to follow suit. 
Plutonium can be reprocessed 
not only by new plants in West 
Germany and Japan but also, on 
a small scale, in well-equipped 
laboratories, such as those in 
Israel.” 

There is no “sizeable im- 
balance” between Israel and her 
Arab neighbors militarily, accor- 
ding to testimony by Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger 
before a Senate appropriations 
subcommittee. Nevertheless, 
Israel has requested, and will 
likely receive, $1.5 billion an- 
nually in arms from the U.S. 
over the next five years. Israel’s 
military policy has always been 
to stay ahead of the competition. 
For that reason, she may feel 


compelled to develop nuclear 
weapons before Egypt does. 
When questioned about their 
plans, Israeli officials have 
always said that they wouldn’t 
be the ones to introduce nuclear 
weapons into the Middle East. 
Meanwhile, Israel’s policy is to 
make no promises, to remain 
vague about how close they are 
to developing their own nuclear 
arsenal. 

The race for nuclear weapons 
is, indeed, ongoing. The Union of 
Concerned Scientists, an MIT- 
based organization which in- 
cludes in its membership 
respected nuclear authorities, 
scientists in many fields, had 
this to say: 

“It cannot be argued that 
Egypt needs nuclear reactors as 
a source of electric power. That 
country, which is in the midst of 
an area that contains the world’s 
largest identified reserves of 
petroleum, has not exhausted 
her own identified reserves, and 
has now completed a program of 
exploration for additional 
reserves. There is presently no 
shortage of electric power. The 
1000 megawatts provided by the 
Aswan Dam hydroelectric in- 
stallation [are] not entirely 
utilized. Forecast shortages of 
electricity could be eliminated 
entirely by oil-fired plants. It 


appears imprudent to encourage 
the introduction of an uncertain 
and difficult technology, as well 
as an expensive one for 
generating electricity [by 
nuclear reactors] in an area with 
an abundance of oil.” 

On the other hand, UCS 
stated that, in their opinion, 
‘‘Israel is an advanced 
technological nation, and with 
an established nuclear program 
would not gain important 
technical skills as would Egypt 
through a nuclear power 
program.” 

The scientists at MIT con- 
cluded that “the consequences of 
the proposed U.S.-Egyptian 
nuclear power agrecment would

care, in the words of Dr. Kaplan, 
is “unwise; it’s poor practice and 
it puts everyone in jeopardy, 
patients as well as staff. In 
general, the vital signs are just 
what they mean, signs of one’s 
life condition at that time. The 
reason for taking them is to be 
looked at.” 


Medication 


The aides also accuse one 
nurse of repeatedly having asked 
them to administer medication, 
which they did. The practice is 
generally frowned upon, and Dr. 
Kaplan explained why. “Aides 
haven’t had the certified train- 
ing to know about the side effects 
of the drugs, whether they are 
working appropriately. There are 
all kinds of possible reactions, 
those that come on slowly or 
allergic reactions which 
sometimes could be life- 
threatening.” 

Shortcomings such as these 
alleged at Bournewood are dif- 
ficult for the outsider to docu- 
ment or the Department of Men- 
tal Health to regulate, par- 
ticularly since the patients by 
and large can’t judge for 
themselves whether their 
medical care is adequate. Much 
more obvious and, according to 
aides, irritating to some 
patients, are the ways in which 
they reportedly are railroaded 
into the hospital and into receiv- 
ing shock treatment. Once 
patients have received ECT, 
however, they are usually in no 
condition to question or fight the 
hospital. Nor, again, can the 
Department ‘of Mental Health 
regulate commitment and shock 
procedures without a much more 
extensive inspection team than 
is now available. 

Ellen (not her real name) was 
brought to Bournewood by her 
husband. Because she resisted 
staying on the “acute” ward, she 
was pushed inside and locked in 
by a nurse who later agreed with 
an aide that Ellen probably was 
not ‘‘committable.’’ In 
Massachusetts, the only legal 
grounds for commitment to a 
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mental hospital is the likelihood | 
the patient will seriously harm 
himself or herself or others. Ellen 
was depressed but neither 
homicidal nor suicidal, in the 
aides’ opinion. 

She was left on the ward for 
several hours, according to an 
aide who says she was there, the 
nurse coming in from time to 
time to see if she wanted to sign 
herself in voluntarily. Ellen 
refused. The law prohibits the 
hospital’s committing a patient 
until she has been given the op- 
tion of voluntarily admitting 
herself, yet this method of ob- 
taining her signature — when 
Ellen was already locked on a 


ward — seems highly 
questionable. 
Just as the purpose of the com- 


mitment laws is to insure that 
people who are not dangerous are 
not forced into the hospital, so 
the ECT regulations are a 
protection for the patient against 
unnecessary shock treatment. 
The hospital is obliged to keep a 
count of the number of 
treatments over a year, not to ex- 
ceed 35 for adults. Because 
records were not easily available, 
this investigation was unable to 
determine whether Bournewood 
patients have been shocked 
more than the regulations per- 
mit, but the aides did feel that 
ECT was abused. They cited the 
case of one elderly woman with 
multiple medical problems who 
received a long course of shock 
treatments, yet continued to 
scream day and night because of 
terrifying hallucinations. Accor- 
ding to a female aide who talked 
with the hospital’s Assistant 
Medical Director, Dr. Arni 
Mohan, he agreed with her that 
the woman probably was not 

benefiting from the shock. 
Aides cite also a number of 
cases in which patients’ names 
have been listed on the schedules 
of people to be treated, even if 
they haven’t yet signed consent 
forms — which appears to be a 
way of conveying to the patients 
the inevitability of their getting 
ECT. In one woman’s case, 
nurses and aides engaged in a 
mini-conspiracy for several days 
to prevent her being shocked. 
Each time she was signed up for 
it, they would deliberately give 
her food and drink beforehand 
(which could cause her to choke 
if she were treated) — not, the 
aides say, an uncommon ruse. 
This woman, incidentally, left 
the hospital extolling the nursing 
staff but furious with her doctor.

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Impeachment: Nixon’s Senate Friends and Foes

Look at it from Richard Nix- 
on’s point view. You're in 
trouble. The House Judiciary 
Committee has voted, by a nice 
solid margin, to impeach you. 
The House as a whole has gone 
along, with a similar majority 
(but not two-thirds). The televi- 
sion cameras are now setting up 
in the Senate chamber for the 
trial. It’s getting near fourth 
down, and you don’t want to 
punt. Because if you do resign, 


the Watergate grand jury will 
almost surely indict you. So 
what do you do? 

Huey P. Long, when he was 
the Governor of Louisiana, faced 
a similar problem. The lower 
house of the legislature had im- 
peached him. The Senate was 
preparing to remove him from of- 
fice. Using various incentives, 
Long convinced one-third plus 
two members of the Senate to 
sign a round robin saying they 
would not vote to remove, no 
matter what the evidence. (The 
two is a nice Long touch.) The 


impeachment move callapsed, 
and Huey Long went on to 
national fame. 

Richard Nixon’s strategy will 
have to be somewhat the same. 
He needs 34 votes in the Senate 
to prevent removal. Of course, a 
round robin like Huey Long’s is 
inconceivable. Senators have 
taken to saying that they must 
remain impartial and cannot 
even suggest how they might ul- 
timately vote. This is a handy 
way to avoid tough questions, 
though of course it has no basis 
whatever in the Constitution; 
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the Founding Fathers had 
Senators rule on impeachment, 
not because they thought that 
they would be impartial (for they 
must have known they wouldn’t 
be), but because they were to be 
elected by the various states. 

Nevertheless, this claim of im- 
partiality continues to come 
from the offices of all 100 
Senators, and it makes vote- 
counting something of a puzzle. 
We can only guess now how 
Senators will vote. But given 
their previous records and their 
frames of mind, we can make 
some fairly educated guesses. 

When we do, the first fact that 
emerges is that Richard Nixon 
will not have an easy time win- 
ning those 34 votes — if the 
situation is what we described in 
the first paragraph. I can count 
only 12 Senators who seem cer- 
tain, in Huey Long round robin 
fashion, to stand with Nixon 
whatever the evidence. They 
might as well be called the Carl 
Curtis bloc, after the Senator 
from Nebraska, who has always 
been one of my favorites. You 
can get an idea of how much a 
heavy Curtis is by listening to 
what Joe Biden, the youngest 
Senator, has to say about him. 
“James Buckley has a certain in- 
tellectual consistency that I 
respect,”’ says Biden. “I’m glad 
he’s in the Senate. But I’m dis- 
mayed that someone like Carl 
Curtis is a Senator.’’ Even 
freshmen don’t talk that way 
about another Senator if he has 
any clout at all. 

Joining Curtis in this stalwart 
bloc are, by my count, such lame 
ducks as Fannin of Arizona (who 
was nearly beaten last time and 
will almost certainly not run 
again), Bennett of Utah (who is 
not running this year and whose 
son’s PR firm, a CIA front, had 
Howard Hunt on the payroll 
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while he was at the White 
House), and such probably lame 
ducks as Gurney of Florida, 
Eastland of Mississippi, and 
Hruska of Nebraska. Then there 
are the stolid right-wing 
ideologues: Thurmond of South 
Carolina, Tower of Texas, Allen 
of Alabama, Helms of North 
Carolina, McClure of Idaho, and 
Scott of Virginia. Scott has been 
celebrated lately since he was 
named by New Times magazine 
as the stupidest Senator; he 
promptly held a press con- 
ference, trying to deny the 
charge, and all the while giving it 
reams of free publicity. 

If I am correct, and Nixon has 
these 12 votes, where does he go 
for the other 22? He can get them 
from among a group of 27 
Senators, all of whom, in my opi- 
nion, might vote not to remove 
him from office. Given the 
numbers, he has to win just 
about every one of these votes. 
They can be divided into several 
categories. 

(1) The 1974 candidates. Four 
conservative Republicans face 
tough challenges in 1974: 
Dominick of Colorado, Dole of 
Kansas, Cook of Kentucky, and 
Young of North Dakota. All 
come from states where a vote 
against Nixon would be a 
political plus; all have opponents 
who will almost certainly win if 
they vote for the President. So, 
without being too cynical, wi 
can say that it could make some 
difference whether the vote is 
held before or after the election, 
at which time all will either have 
won another six-year term of will 
have become lame ducks. If the 
vote is before the election, Nixon 
will have a hard time winning 
any of these. Two other 
Republicans up in 1974 could 
also go either way — Goldwater 
of Arizona and Bellmon of 
Oklahoma. But their states are 
so pro-Nixon that I do not place 
them in this category.

pecially inopportune by civil 
libertarians in light of the recent 
Supreme Court decision modify- 
ing the famous “community 
standards” opinion, overruling 
an Albany, Ga. jury that found 
the Academy Award-winning 
Carnal Knowledge to be obscene. 
“The new court ruling seems 
to say that obscenity will be 
decided on a case-by-case basis, 
no matter what a community 
says,” says a civil liberties union 
lobbyist. ‘““The courts will still be 
debating what has literary, ar- 


tistic, political or scientific 
character, as the law says. It’s 
almost impossible for, say, a 
bookseller to know in advance 
what’s obscene. But if they guess 
wrong, they can go to jail.” 
The first victim of the new 
law, outside of those who put off 
seeing Behind the Green Door 
until the Fourth of July, was 
Cambridge’s Theatre II. There 
the protracted saga of the plays 
Sweet Eros and The Beard, 
which state police vainly sought 
to close in the absence of 
obscenity laws, apparently end- 
ed with the demise of the theatre 
troupe. Shortly after the new law 
took effect, State police told the 
company that the satiric 


simulated intercourse would 
result in the play’s being closed 
and the actors again arrested. 
The theatre responded by 
scheduling a spoof of the new 
law, to be called “The State's 
Version of Sweet Eros and The 
Beard.’’ Those plans fell 
through, however, when the City 
of Cambridge Tuesday charged 
that the theatre building failed 
to conform to building codes and 
must be closed. Theatre 
spokesmen say they lack funds 
to re-open. 

“Evidently they really wanted 
us out of town,” says one actor. 
“They decided to get us one way 
or the other. The state is stifling 


than what's tolerated in the 
Combat Zone clubs.” 

Sgt. John Doyle of the Boston 
Police vice-squad, who says he 
found the new law ‘‘very, 
gratifying,” concedes that the 
decision of which establishments 
to act against can be arbitrary. 
“We don’t go ferreting out 
violations. If it’s common 
knowledge that there’s a 
problem with something, we'll 
act on it. But we’re mostly con- 
cerned with the well-known films 
right now.” 

Although Doyle’s pleasure at 
the obscenity law is largely 
representative of police and dis- 
trict attorneys, who lobbied hard 
for the law, not all agree with 


him. Those dissenting include 

Brian Scott, Northfield police 
chief, who acted against Playboy 

partly to demonstrate the absur- 

dity of the law carried to its ex- 

plicit extreme. 

“‘Personally,”’ says Scott, “I’m 
not sure anyone should tell an 
adult what to go see. It’s unfor- 
tunate, really, that police 
departments are put in that 
position. But my personal 
feelings can’t interfere with the 
enforcement of the law, and law 
says the female breast is 
obscene. The way I interpret it, 
that means Playboy. If the law is 
there, it’s gotta be enforced. If it 
proves to be unenforceable, the 


people should get it changed.”

In a phone interview, she ex- 
plained that as long as she was in 
the hospital, she was “petrified 
of him.” 


Consent Forms 


Aides have been asked as well, 
they say, to try to persuade 
patients to sign consent forms. 
Of one teenage girl who later did 
get treated, an aide said, “I con- 
vinced her in street talk. I told 
her shock treatment was like 
taking a vitamin for her head.” 

One aide charged further that 
the hospital must have been giv- 
ing a sedative to a man who ob- 
jected to treatment. She did not 
actually see the drug ad- 
ministered, but noticed it listed 
on the treatment schedules and 
was warned by a nurse that the 
patient would be unusually 
groggy when he woke up. Indeed 
he was, said the aide, as she took 
him to the treatment center each 
morning before breakfast. 

‘“‘He’d say, ‘Where are you 
going?’ I’d have to say, ‘You're 
going to see your doctor.’ I 
couldn’t mention treatment,” 
reported the aide. 

Eventually the man began to 
complain about’ shock 
treatments. “He just started 
questioning why he was there,” 
explained the aide. “He used to 
get really sick to his stomach and 
get very bad headaches. He 


didn’t think this was doing any © 


The ECT regulations state 
that a patient can withdraw con- 
sent for shock at any time: All of 
these practices — if factually 
reported, are contrary to the in- 
tent of the law. 


* 

The condition of some of the 
wards also leaves something to 
be desired, aides say. 

The ‘“‘acute” ward, as describ- 
ed by an aide who had been there 
the night .before, was a 
maelstrom. The bathroom was 
strewn with dirty towels and 
soaking basins full of soiled 
clothes; the garbage pail 
overflowing and wet where 
someone had urinated; a bedside 
commode full of excrement; the 
utility closet stuffed with dirty 
laundry; a pair of urine-soaked 
slippers nestling among the 
clean clothes in the “extras” 
drawer; an electric water heater, 
full of boiling water, in full reach 
of patients. The aide attributed 
the mess to the fact that the 


-Maintenance workers generally 


didn’t come in on weekends and 
the previous shift had made lit- 
tle effort to make up for their 
absence. 

Some days it’s a different 
problem: roaches in the eating 
area, say the aides, or the need to 
pull out collapsible cots or put 
an extra patient in the seclusion 
room for lack of enough beds to 
go around. 

It’s not as if there’s much room 
anyway. Some of the beds are no 
farther apart than arm’s reach, 
with no curtains to close them off 
and no privacy for the patient 
who has to receive shock treat- 
ment on the ward. This reporter 
saw one woman who had to meet 
with relatives in a dormitory- 
style bedroom for want of any 
visiting area. 

“What happens,” explained 
one aide, “is that people flip out 
because it’s so overcrowded. 
There’s no privacy, no sound- 
proofing — if somebody screams 
all day, they all get terrified from 
not being able to get away from 
it.” 
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The patients also are not im- 
mune to having their private af- 
fairs become public knowledge. 
On one occasion, according to an 
aide who claimed to be there, a 
doctor threatened a woman who 
tried to call the police to get her 
out of the hospital. In front of all 
the other patients just sitting 
down to dinner, he told her she 
would be restrained, put in 
seclusion or drugged if she made 
the call. 

There is so little storage space 
that the patients’ deodorant and 
Kotex, along with leftover 
peanut butter and crackers, are 
thrown together in the medicine 
closet and locked up — or at 
least they were the sind this 
reporter visited. 


Hospital 


In Massachusetts, there are no 
specific rules on hospital en- 
vironment, but the regulations 
as incorporated into state law 
from the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals stan- 
dards require “preventive and 
corrective maintenance’ and 
“sanitary conditions,” and give 
patients a right to privacy in 
their sleeping area. The state law 
requires as well that each patient 
have access to a phone, although 
the right can be denied for good 
cause by the superintendent of 
the hospital. (In the phoning in- 
cident cited above, it was not es- 
tablished whether this patient 
had had phone rights formally 
revoked.) Also, each patient by 


statute is supposed to have — 


storage space for personal 
belongings, and the Joint Com- 
mission standards suggest that 
medicine should be stored away 
from everything else. 

It’s ne wonder, then, that 
when the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation came around last 
May for its routine inspection, 
Bournewood staffers felt they 
had to hustle to make the 
hospital acceptable. According 
to aides, extra nurses were put 
on duty, closets were cleaned, 
the air conditioner turned on and 
even a door put on a gas oven. 


* 

If what these nine staff 
members report is true, the ques- 
tion arises as to why these con- 
ditions exist. Bournewood is a 
private corporation, and some of 
its problems may be due to lack 
of funds although in the absence 
of comment from the hospital 
a possibility cannot be check- 


Other problems, however, 
seem to result from a lack of 
communication among staff 
members. The aides who made 
these charges claim they discuss- 
ed them first with their 
superiors. If this is so, the nurses 
and doctors — and especially a 
few whose names came up again 
and again — are not heeding 
their suggestions. Indications are 
that frequently the responsibili- 
ty may rest with individuals — 
like the two doctors who had 
their privileges of admitting 
patients temporarily suspended 
“due to incomplete medical 
records,” according to notices 
reportedly posted in the nurses’ 
office. However, the state has no 
statutory right to interfere with 
the hospital’s choice of staff, un- 
less they are unlice 

Where the state does have 
power — to impose a fine, sus- 


pend the hospital’s license and, 
if warranted, put it out of 
business altogether — it is not 
used. Regulators in any health 
field are customarily unwilling to 
close facilities or suspend 
operations for fear that the 
patients will suffer. In mental 
health, particularly now that 
some state hospitals are being 
phased out, the need for private 
facilities is especially acute. 

The inspection process, 
formerly overseen by Dr. Kaplan 
alone, has not always eliminated 
the problems. An expanded in- 
spection team complete with 
lawyer and engineer that started 
a July 1 may help to alter all 

Bournewood apparently is 
responsive to direct pressure. 
The aides say the Geapitel 
became aware of this article 
before publication and patient 
care plans suddenly were up- 
dated and vital signs recorded, 
and only nurses were giving out - 
medication. The changes, which 
the aides are certain were linked 
to the impending unfavorable 
publicity, suggest that if the 
state’s ultimate sanctions were 
invoked, hospitals like 
Bournewood would be moved to 
full compliance.

For Cleanliness 

It came as no little surprise to

had decided to close for 
renovations the public baths and 
its athletic facilities for the 
summer.

In addition, many of the North 
End youths who had raised their 
own money to build a boxing ring 
on the second floor on North 
Bennett St. were angry that the 
facility would not be opened to 
them for the summer.

Members of the community 
were agitated by Forgione’s 
move. A group of North End 
youths, led by Charlie “Lefty” 
Longo, ex-boxer and now a 


columnist with the North End’s 
Post-Gazette, protested on Mon- 
day, June 24, at the public baths 
and then went, accompanied by 
City Councillor Langone, to 


Commissioner Forgione’s office 
in City Hall. Forgione, beginning 
under this pressure to unders- 
tand the importance of the 
public baths to the community, 
then revised his decision and an- 
nounced in an open letter in last 
Thursday’s Post-Gazette that he 
would allow the bath and other 
facilities to remain open three 
days a week (Wednesday, Fri- 
day, and Saturday). 


In the opinion of Phyllis Don- 
naruma, Post-Gazette publisher,

End residents. At any rate, 


everyone seems appeased by the 
compromise. The public baths 
will stay open half of the time, 
but the renovations will now 
take longer, almost certainly the 
entire summer, and customers at 
the North Bennett St. public 
baths will now have to contend 
with scaffolding and workmen’s 


materials. 


For the moment, then, at 


least, everyone has come out 
looking pretty clean.

(2) The oil conservatives. 
These include Stevens of Alaska, 
Domenici of New Mexico, 
Bartlett and Bellmon of 
Oklahoma, and Hansen of 
Wyoming. Generally they vote a 
pro-Nixon, and pro-oil, line. But 
both Nixon and big oil are in 
trouble now. It’s unclear to me 
which way these Senators will 


go. 

(3) Retirees. Retiring this 
year, or almost certain to do so 
when their terms are up, are 
Sparkman of Alabama, 
McClellan of Arkansas, Stennis 
of Mississippi, Cotton of New 
Hampshire, and Aiken of Ver- 
mont. lIronically,.the two 
Republicans, Aiken and Cotton, 
have been making more anti- 
Nixon noises than the three 
Southern Democrats. None of 
these Senators faces any con- 
stituency pressure; all, to one 
degree or another, are upset with 
Nixon’s antics despite the fact 
that they usually have supported 
his policies. My guess is that 
Nixon gets no more than two of 
these votes, under the cir- 
cumstances outlined above — 
but that’s only a guess. 

(4) The Southern duos. 
Talmadge and Nunn of Georgia, 
Long and Johnston of Louisiana. 
One senior Senator from each 
state with lots of seniority and 
prestige; one junior Senator from 
each stage just elected in 1972, 
as a conservative. Talmadge, 
from his demeanor at the 
Watergate hearings, seems to 
take a grave view of Nixon’s mis- 
conduct, and could very well 
vote for impeachment. If he 
does, Sam Nunn would very like- 
ly go along; he could tell his still 
pro-Nixon constituents that he 


had only voted as Talmadge did. ° 


Long, from his performance as 
Chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Iternal Revenue, 
seems less likely; Johnston, if 


anything more conservative than 
Nunn, will probably not vote to 
remove Nixon unless Long does. 
This is not to say that these men 
won’t follow their consciences; 
it’s just that the junior Senators 
will find it a lot easier to go 
against Nixon if the senior 
Senator does so. 

(5) The conservative 
scramblers from the anti- 
Nixon states. These include 
Minority Leader Scott from 
Pennsylvania, Minority Whip 
Griffin from Michigan, Roth of 
Delaware, and Fong of Hawaii. 
In this category I would also in- 
clude, because of their vague 
presidential ambitions, Baker 
and Brock of Tennessee. 
Everything they know about 
public opinion in their con- 
stituencies pushes them to vote 
against Nixon. Everything they 
have practiced over the years in 
loyalty in the crunch tells them 
to go for Nixon. I am cynical 
about Scott and Griffin; I expect 
them to come out on whichever 
side wins. The others, in my 
judgment, have tougher 
decisions. 

(6) The conscience conser- 
vatives: Goldwater of Arizona, 
Buckley of New York, and Byrd 
of Virginia. Despite the anti- 
Nixon noises they have made, 
neither Goldwater nor Buckley 
should be counted as likely im- 
peachment votes. Goldwater 
lately has demanded that the 
Washington Post be prosecuted 
for printing leaks, and Buckley, 
in his call for Nixon’s resigna- 
tion, carefully reserved the ques- 
tion of whether Nixon had ac- 
tually done anything wrong. 
Byrd, as usual, has not been say- 
ing much of anything. Goldwater 
would create quite a ruckus if he 
came out for impeachment. But 
my guess is that all three of these 
votes will go for Nixon. 


* 


There has been a lot of talk 
lately that Nixon is wooing con- 
servative votes by switching 
positions on issues. The most 


notable example is the land use 
bill, where Nixon abandoned 
support for the bill managed by 
Scoop Jackson in the Senate and 
Mo Udall in the House for a 
sham measure backed by Sam 
Steiger of Barry Goldwater’s 
Arizona and the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce. But how many 
votes will this avail him? It will 
make Goldwaterish conser- 
vatives more likely to conclude 
that he is really their guy, but 
most of the Goldwaterish conser- 
vatives are part of the Carl Cur- 


tis bloc anyway. As for the 
others, I am uncynical enough to 
think that they won’t be swayed 
simply on the basis of increased 
issue support from the White 
House. They are likely to make 
their decisions on their view, 
perhaps a distorted or jaundiced 
view, but nevertheless theirs, of 
the evidence. 

The reader may note that I 
have not yet mentioned the 
name of one liberal Democratic 
or Republican Senator. There 


are a few unmentioned Senators . 


who might — under the cir- 
cumstances I suggested — vote 
for Nixon: moderate 
Republicans like Pearson of 
Kansas, Beall of Maryland, Taft 
of Ohio, and Stafford of Ver- 
mont; and moderate Southern 
Democrats like Chiles of Florida, 
Huddleston of Kentucky, and 
Hollings of South Carolina. But 
if the evidence is strong enough 
to persuade a bipartisan majori- 
ty of House Judiciary Com- 
mittee and House members to 
vote impeachment, it is unlikely 
that any of these votes will come 
out on Nixon’s side. And it is 
highly unlikely, under those cir- 
cumstances, that any of the 
liberal votes, of which I count 
more than 50, will come out for 
Nixon. 


So my final count is more than 
70 votes for impeachment — a 
clear, solid two-thirds. That is 
assuming a strong case and a 
strong, bipartisan House vote; 
without these the count would 
look very much different. And it 
is, of course, just a guess; none of 
these Senators has confided to 
me, or to anyone else as far as I 
know, how he will vote. 

But if you are Richard Nixon, 
the numbers do not look good. 
They suggest just the kind of tac- 
tics he is now employing: delay, 
attempts to cause partisan splits 
on Judiciary, defiance of the 
Judiciary Committee’s sub- 
poena. Somebody said that 
James St. Clair is doing a 
superlative job — if, and only if, 
Nixon is guilty. Certainly Nixon 
is acting like someone who is not 
eager to see the Senate vote on 
the merits with full evidence, at 
least not before the election. 
There is a lot of talk in 
Washington, and everywhere 
else I am sure, about Nixon’s 
motivation, what he is thinking, 
what goes through his head. 
Quite a few things, I suppose, 
but the explanation for much of 
his conduct can be found in one 
simple fact. Like most of the rest 
of us, Richard Nixon does not 
want to go to jail.

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The Little Prince: Wimbledon Wishes

If I could make wishes come

LONDON — Someday, Ken 
Rosewall will be. old. 

Someday he will not be fast 
and his mind will wander, his 
hands will shake and his hair will 
be gray, and Ken Rosewall will 
not be hitting backhands past 
the world. Someday, time will 
escape from his bottle. 

In three different decades, he 
has been the Little Prince of ten- 
nis, the sport’s perpetual boy. In 
three different decades, span- 
ning colored shirts, colored balls, 
artificial courts and law courts, 
the new Bobby Riggs and the old 
Billie Jean King, he has made 
the game of tennis one of grace 
and beauty, forgotten airs and 
dignity. He has won virtually 
every significant title; his coun- 
try, Australia, has won the Davis 
Cup, and Rosewall himself has 
won tournaments from Boston to 
Bangkok. He has played doubles 
with Lew Hoad, and he has 
coached the Pittsburgh 
Triangles. 

But through it all, over all the 
marvelous years, there is 


something he has not won. There 
is one wish of his — and surely 
ours — that hasn’t come true. 
Ken Rosewall has never won the 
Gentlemen’s Singles of the All- 
England Championships. Ken 
Rosewall has never won 
Wimbledon. 

This year, this amazing 
Wimbledon fortnight, he might. 
And anyone who has ever thrill- 
ed at men in white shorts hitting 
fuzzy balls’ might be a little 
better for it. 

By the time the green, tent- 
like tarpaulin had been smartly 
hauled over Wimbledon’s Centre 
Court Wednesday night, the Lit- 
tle Prince was two matches away 
from the title he has always 
coveted above all others, the title 
that he, more than anyone, 
deserves, the title for which he 
has been allowed to compete 
only ten times in his twenty-plus 
years of artistic, competitive ten- 
nis. 

By Wednesday night, he had 
sweet-stroked his way into the 
semifinals, killing a series of 
players with the softness of his 
song. As always, he had sent his 
opponents — most of them 
young — off the court with that 
slightly glazed look to the eye, 


bemused and perplexed. As 
always, they wondered why ios- 
ing to Ken Rosewall seemed like 
such a pleasant way to die. 

“T think he can win it now,” 
John Newcombe admitted after 
Rosewall had disposed of him 6- 
1, 1-6, 6-0, 7-5 in the quarter- 
finals. ‘I hope he does. If there’s 
someone I’d like to see win it, 
he’s the one.” 

Stan Smith, who was to be 
Rosewall’s adversary in the 
semifinals, spoke in much the 
same tone. “I’d be rooting for 
him,” Smith said, “if I wasn’t 
playing him.” 

Smith, a religious man, was 
asked if his faith helped him in 
important matches like the one 
upcoming against ageless 
Rosewall. 

“T try to prepare myself men- 
tally as best I can,” Stan Smith 
said, “and then God does the 
rest.”” But not against Rosewall 
He doesn’t, not this year. God 
may not be an Englishman, but 
He sure seems to be spending 
this fortnight at the All-England 
Club. 

There may never again be as 
much authentic drama as 
Rosewall has brought with him 
this year to the stuffy, albeit 


hallowed, grounds of Centre 
Court. The most diligent of ten- 
nis fans here know of those 
young, peak years in which 
Rosewall was deprived of his 
Wimbledon shot by the naive 
myopics who have always seem- 
ed to run his sport. They know of 
those years in the 1950s and 60s 
when he toiled in the tank towns 
of tennis because he was a 
professional, some kind of leper 
not fit to be invited to this 
English tea party. : 

And they know he is 39 years 
old now, never again to be the 
slick little runt who first came to 
Wimbledon as a teenager in 
1952. 

“The first time I saw Rosewall 
play?” laughed Rex Bellamy, 
tennis correspondent for The 
Times of London. “My God. 
That’s like asking someone when 
they saw their first beautiful 
sunset. 

‘‘Watching him play,’’ 
Bellamy continued, “‘is like 
reading your favorite novel — 
say Pride and Prejudice — and 
then putting it down and finding 
that it really wasn’t a novel at 
all, that there really was such a 
thing as Old England, that a 
kind of innocent beauty can still 
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exist in the world.” 

“It’s like wine,” said David 
Gray, tennis writer for The 
Guardian and perhaps the finest 
one in Europe. “When you are 
young, you like hard liquor, and 
are interested only in getting 
plastered. But gradually, with 
maturity, you begin to unders- 
tand what rare vintage really is. 

“God, he does things with the 
ball now that no one else would 
dare to try. He’s learnt so much 
over the years. He’s ironed out 
all his weaknesses. The only 
thing against him now is time.” 

David Gray should try telling 
Newcombe that. Newcombe is 
ten years Rosewall’s junior, and 
in the last five years has beaten 
Kenneth Robert in both the 
finals and semifinals at 
Wimbledon. And this has been 
Newcombe’s year, winning 
Forest Hills, a passel of WCT 
tournaments, and the $50,000 
finals in Dallas against Swedish 
pop star Bjorn Borg. Newcombe 
was seeded No. 1 for the All- 
Englands, and had not lost a set 
until the Rosewall match... . 

Then, he lost the first set in 19 
minutes at 6-1, came back in the 
second to reverse the score, and 
then was mortared 6-0 in the 
third set. No one — John New- 
combe included — can 
remember the last time John 
Newcombe lost a set to love. In 
that set, Newcombe could win 
only twelve points — he got to 
thirty in every game — and 
never had a point to hold his own 
service. 

Rosewall reached into his fat 
memory book for this incredible 
set, hitting every kind of soft and 
hard and deceptive shot he has 
ever hit. He was toying with his 
opponent, and his opponent was 
acknowledged by just about one 
and all as the world’s finest 
player. 

Toward the end of that third 
set, a pigeon had disrupted play 
by continually flying close to the 
court. Newcombe was asked if 
the pigeon frightened or 
bothered him at all. 

“I just didn’t want the bird 
dumping on me,” Newcombe 
grinned. “It was bad enough 
having Rosewall dumping on me 
without having the pigeon do it, 


Ah, but he has been doing it 
for so long, since a point in time 
that really has become hazy now, 
not only against the Newcombes, 
but the younger bucks, too, like 
Vijay Amritraj and Roscoe 
Tanner, whom he beat here in 
the second and fourth rounds, 
respectively. Both the Amritraj 
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and Tanner matches went four 
sets, and in each, the younger 
man looked at one point as if he 
would win. But then the 
backhand began to flick those 
service returns low and true over 
the net for winners, the lob 
began to land one silly 
millimeter inside the baseline, 
and the younger man would walk 
off the court slightly stunned, 
perhaps remembering these lines 
from Antoine de Saint- 
Exupery’s The Little Prince: 
“When a mystery is too over- 
powering, one dare not disobey.” 

And so it is Smith now, the 
good Christian soldier, and then 
either Jimmy Connors or Dick 
Stockton if Rosewall makes it to 
the finals. 

“I thought I was going to make 
quick exit,”” Ken Rosewall said 
Tuesday night, referring to the 
juncture in his match against 
Tanner when he was 2-6, 1-4 
down in the second set. “I wasn’t 
sure where | was.” 

Both the players here, and the 
spectators, know where they 
want Rosewall to be late Satur- 
day afternoon: on Wimbledon’s 
Centre Court, receiving his 
fourth long and loud standing 
ovation of these two weeks. 

The time, one hopes, will still 
be in the bottle, but one of the 
wishes at last will have come 
true. 


Timely Argentine Film 
on Peronism 


The Tractors, a full-length 
color film about trade unions, 
Peronism and revolution in 
Argentina, will have its New 
England premiere showing on 
Friday and Saturday, July 12th 
and 13th at 7 & 9 on, at the Har- 
vard Science Center, Lecture 
Hall “C”’ in Cambridge. 

The Traitors was produced 
and directed by a collective of 
Argentine leftist artists, factory 
workers and students. It traces 
the regression of a major union 
leader from a fighter for worker’s 
rights to a traitor who, lacking 
faith in the victory of the work- 
ing class, makes deals with the 
power structure for his own per- 
sonal gains. Paralleling this is 
the growth of a revolutionary 
group that becomes determined 
to destroy him and the ruling 
class he has come to represent. 

The Traitors offers a timely 
analysis of Argentine history es- 
pecially in view of the death of 
Juan Peron on July 1. Just last 
week the New York Times allud- 
ed to possible plans that may be 
brewing when it reported that 
“many Argentines” now think 
that the only solution to the pre- 
sent problems may be the 
military. Argentina is one of the 
few governments in South 
America not under military rule.

It was a game in Madison 
Square Garden, and the New 
York Rangers happened to be 
hosting the Boston Bruins, and 
the Boston Bruins happened to 
have a defenseman named 
Robert Orr, and although I knew 
even less about hockey than I do 
now it was convincingly clear to 
me that this man Orr (who was, 
in fact, labeled a “‘defenseman”’ 
for the simple reason that they 
had to say he played some posi- 
tion; he actually played all of 
them) was so superior to 
everyone else on the ice that he 
defied categorization.

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Cybill and Peter Daisy-Picking

When Henry James submitted Daisy 
Miller to an American magazine, it was 
politely but firmly rejected. Only after it 
was published in England did it become, 
as James proudly wrote his mother, “‘a 
really quite extraordinary hit.’’ But it 
was a succes de scandale, attacked as 
late as 1936 as ‘‘an outrage on American 
girlhood.” Of course today it’s hard to 
see what all the fuss was about: Daisy’s 
shameless behavior consists of flirting 
and of strolling about Rome with a 
handsome Italian. 

Yet in an amusing way, Peter 
Bogdanovich’s new film has aroused in 
certain quarters much the same hostile 
response that the novella on which it 
was based provoked. To speak more 
precisely, it’s not the film so much as 
Cybill Shepherd’s performance as Daisy 
that has prompted the criticism. After 
all, Cybill Shepherd is the girl everyone 
loves to hate, and many have found her 
Daisy repellent. This time it’s not 
Daisy’s indelicacy but Ms. Shepherd’s 
manic gabble and coy smirk to which 
some object. There’s no question that 
they are objectionable. 

The breakneck speed at which Ms. 
Shepherd rattles off her lines turns 
Daisy into a grotesque figure and does 
not derive from anything in the novella. 
James nowhere indicates that Daisy 
talks at an abnormally rapid clip. She 
chatters, yes, but in a “little soft, flat 
monotone,” not in a frenetic gush. And 
Ms. Shepherd’s arch smile can be in- 
furiating. But it’s important to 
remember that James’s Daisy is also 
rather obnoxious. Ms. Shepherd’s per- 
formance and, therefore, in large 
measure, the film are dissatisfying not 
so much because she is simply irritating 
as because she is incapable of conveying 
Daisy Miller’s most crucial 
characteristic — her innocence. 

Throughout his career James was 
fascinated by the nature and conse- 
quences of innocence. In his early works 
(among which Daisy Miller numbers) 
his treatment of this subject was often 
itself rather innocent, or at least 
simplistic. The innocence of the usually 
American protagonist prevented him or 
her from understanding and coping with 
the sophistication and complexity of 
Europe. Christopher Newman in The 
American, Isabel Archer in Portrait of a 
Lady, and Daisy Miller are all vic- 
timized by their naivete. 

In a late novel such as The Golden 
Bowl (brilliantly adapted for television 
two years ago), the innocence of a 
Maggie Verver is a far more ambiguous 
state, but Daisy Miller’s is a fairly 


straightforward case. She is a coquette, 
but unimpeachably virginal. Her down- 
fall is that the weary and supercilious 
American expatriates whose circle she 
enters (only to be excluded) cannot 
believe in an innocence they themselves

girl, and when Winterbourne, the man 
whose opinion she values most highly 
and with whom she may even be in love, 
joins in the general condemnation, 
Daisy becomes sick and dies of Roman 
fever, an apt if rather gothic symbol of 
cosmopolitan corruption. 

Thus if the film is to make any sense, 
Daisy’s innocence must convince, and

showing her enemies to be not just mean 
but wicked, the film tries to trick us into 
assuming Daisy’s innocence rather than 
believing our eyes. This tactic is most 
egregiously apparent in Bogdanovich’s 
treatment of Mrs. Walker, played by 
Eileen Brennan. James’s Mrs. Walker is 
a huffy snob who, when she cannot con- 
vince Daisy to behave more “properly,” 
cruelly cold-shoulders her. But in the 
film, dressed in ghastly green and black, 
she is almost a fiend. At one point, as 
merciless shafts of light glare upon her 
veiled face, she even resembles Linda 
Blair in The Exorcist. Ms. Brennan’s 
performance is electrifying, but it

here we return to Ms. Shepherd’s smirk. 
James assures his readers that Daisy’s is 
“not an immodest glance, for the young 
girl’s eyes were singularly honest and 
fresh.”” But this cannot be said of Ms. 
Shepherd’s mien. Perhaps this is what 
comes of years of holding smiles for 
fashion photographers, but whatever the 
reason, Ms. Shepherd’s face is incapable 
of ingenuousness. The most telling in- 
stance of this occurs when she twits 
Winterbourne for being so “‘stiff.” In the 
novella, of course, no one would think 
for a moment that Daisy is referring to 
anything but Winterbourne’s wooden 
manner. In the film the double entendre 
is, if inadvertent, unmistakeable: Ms. 
Shepherd has in mind an erection. 
Bogdanovich’s intent isnot the issue; 
Shepherd probably makes the connec- 
tion automatically. 

As if aware of Ms. Shepherd’s inabili- 
ty to appear as good as she ought to be, 
Bogdanovich makes the characters who 
disdain her worse than they are. By 


knocks the story even further out of 
kilter. Comedy of manners has veered 
into melodrama. 

At other times comedy of manners 
degenerates into broad humor. James’s 


‘novella is decidedly satirical, but it 


never descends to caricature. In the 
film, however, the entire Miller family is 
absurdly exaggerated. Daisy’s mother is 
not just feather-headed, she’s senile. 
Daisy’s younger brother is not just a 
brat, he’s a monster. And the rush of 
Daisy’s prattle is, as I’ve mentioned, ab- 
surd. All of this makes for frequent 
hilarity in the viewer — the film is much 
funnier than the novella — but the 
belly-laughs, resulting as they do from 
oversimplification, sacrifice the more 
subtle humor of the story. 

The finest characterization in the film 
is Barry Brown’s Winterbourne, at once 
callow and jaded. He appears a prig (as 
his frosty name suggests), but he’s ac- 
tually a hypocrite, for he disapproves of 
Daisy’s improprieties only when his 
rival, the Italian gentleman, is their 
beneficiary. Winterbourne aids and 
abets Daisy in violating the rules of 
decorum when they are broken in his 
favor. What Bogdanovich’s Winter- 
bourne must contend with, but cannot, 
however, is his attraction to Ms. 
Shepherd’s unattractive Daisy. Brown 
conveys perfectly Winterbourne’s per- 
sonality, but he is unable to make credi- 
ble his motivation. 

Yet Daisy Miller the film fails not 
because it doesn’t duplicate Daisy 
Miller the novella. Films and books are 
different media, and a screen adaptation 
is by definition to he judged in- 
dependently of and acco-ding to other 
standards than accuracy » its source. 
Jack Clayton’s The Great ( atsby is not 
a turkey just because it doesn’t do 
justice to Fitzgerald’s ncvel. That 
Robert Altman paid little heed to Ray- 
mond Chandler has nothing to do with 
the merits of his version of The Long 
Goodbye. Daisy Miller’s und .ing is that 
although it subverts the coherence of 
James's story it does not offer a viable 


alternative. Bogdanovich and writer 
Frederic Raphael would have been 
better off approaching James’s Daisy 
Miller with either less respect or more 
intelligence. 

Especially frustrating is that Bogdan- 
ovich’s direction is superlative in almost 
every respect other than characteriza- 
tion. The film’s very first sequence, 
which pictures an empty hotel in early 
morning when all the guests are still 
asleep, focuses on barred windows, clos- 
ed doors, and rigid verticals and 
horizontals to evoke the impersonal 
hierarchical society that will at once 
shut Daisy in and out. Another im- 
aginative scene, which James merely 
sets in a featureless apartment, takes 
place in a mineral bath. Their tea sup- 
ported on bobbing floats, the fully cloth- 
ed actors chat while up to their chests in 
the salubrious water: it’s richly comic. 

The film’s best moments occur very 
near the end and masterfully solve a 
touchy problem. Daisy must die, but 
without turning the comedy into a tear- 
jerker. By never showing Daisy on her 
sickbed and by concentrating on her 
mother’s ludicrous ineffectuality, the 
film has thus far avoided bathos. But 
the audience must be informed of 
Daisy’s death. While a street band plays 
a happy-go-lucky ditty, the camera 
peers through the heavily-curtained 
front door into Daisy’s hotel. Vaguely 
and from a great distance we see and 
hear Winterbourne receive the sad news, 
but we are so far away that the effect is 
muffled, and occasions at the most a 
gentle sigh. 

Unfortunately, the skills Bogdanovich 
displays in scenes such as these are not 
those most essential to the story of Daisy 
Miller, a story in which character and 
dialogue are uppermost. It is not being 
overly literary and uncinematic to insist 
that in order to succeed the project re- 
quired, even more than expert camera 
work, an ear for speech, a firm grasp of 
character, and superb acting. And it is 
for want of these that Daisy Miller 
founders. 
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Film: Polanski’s Puzzling Whodunit

There are two basic ways of 
successfully manufacturing a 
detective story, cinematic or 
otherwise: you can stick to the 
facts, in hopes of creating a con- 
crete sense of mystery, or you 
can approach the facts in a 
slightly off-balance way, thereby 
creating mystery in eerier, less 
definite. terms. Either way, the 
sense of mystery is crucial to the 
genre, whether it be tight and 
plausible or vague but inex- 
plicably overpowering. Detective 
stories of the more spiritual sort 
(a la Altman’s flawed The Long 
Goodbye) don’t necessarily have 
to be plausible. 


But, as Roman Polanski 
should know by now, it’s almost 
impossible to do the one if you 
haven’t ‘first done the other: 
Chinatown aspires to a complex 
air of mystery, but Polanski and 
his screenwriter, Robert Towne, 
never quite make their break 
with the conventions of the 
genre. Instead of distorting those 


conventions to increase the in- 
trigue, they seem to be taking 
everything half-literally. So Jack 
Nicholson, as private eye J. J. 
Gittes, is a vacillating character 
— sometimes modern-day cynic, 
sometimes Hitchcockian inno- 
cent caught up in circumstances 
beyond his control, sometimes 
just another wise guy spouting 
the usual snappy comebacks. 
Faye Dunaway is both a conven- 
tional lady-in-black type and a 
more directly sensual neurotic. 
The screenplay, sometimes 
devoted to unraveling an un- 
wieldy plot about somebody’s 
conspiracy to divert the Los 
Angeles water supply, also 
makes occasional sojourns, never 
adequately completed, into 
Polanski’s psychic never- 
neverland. For all its exquisite 
period touches, its extremely 
clever lighting techniques, its 
overbearing use of water sym- 
bolism in several scenes 
(Polanski even resorts to drip- 
ping faucets), Chinatown is con- 


fused and ultimately unsettling © 


in ways Polanski never intended. 
To speak on the simplest possi- 
ble level, I never cared one whit 
for the whereabouts of that water 
supply — and, as any true fan of 
the genre knows, whether one

becomes involved with the 
Maguffin has nothing to do with 
how objectively important it 
may be. One does care about the 
Falcon. 

Also on the simplest level, 
Polanski cheats: clues are only 


half glimpsed, and an hour 
before they become important at 
that. Further, his attempts to 
create a sense of the perverse feel 
like cheating too. Oh, sure there 
are enough gratuitously nasty 
touches to make it clear whose 


film this is: fish eyes for dinner, 
shades of incest, Polanski 
appearing in person to slash 
Nicholson’s nose (and thus 
necessitate a bloody bandage 
through the second half of the 
film). But this is all too direct 
and too facile. There is no sense 
of really heartfelt perversity 
here, nor is a little City Council 
finagling potent enough to create 
a real sense of corruption. 
Chinatown doesn’t succeed as a 
straight mystery, and it doesn’t 
run deep enough to be any other 
kind. 

Just the same, I can’t say I 
didn’t enjoy watching it, if only 
because of the impressive level of 
acting throughout (even Roman, 
as a weasely hoodlum, ain’t bad) 
and the sheer physical beauty of 
the production. Of all the lush, 
expensive period films to have 
appeared thus far, this is the 
least self-conscious and the most 
unassuming; Polanski really has 
captured what we now conceive 
of as a thirties atmosphere, not 
to mention a stunning set of 
props. But however much he’s 
succeeded at making the most 
evocative, precise latter-day 
thirties film possible, I’m still 
not sure what Polanski was real- 
ly trying to do.

THE BLACK WINDMILL. 
Directed by Don Siegel. 
Produced by Richard Zanuck 
and David Brown. Written by 
Leigh Vance.

Misleadingly billed as “the ul- 
timate exercise in controlled 
terror,” The Black Windmill is 
actually a modest suspense film 
and an appealing love story, 
more heart-warming than hair- 
raising or spine-tingling. There’s 
far less slam-bang than Don 
Siegel’s reputation would lead 
one to expect, very little blood 
and guts, and a great deal of 
what used to be called “human 
interest.’’ As a British in- 
telligence agent, Michael Caine 
has been trained all too well to 
suppress his feelings. He’s 
become so bloodless and dull 
that his wife (Janet Suzman) has 
left him. But when their son is 


kidnapped and the intelligence — 


establishment refuses to pay the 
ransom, Caine rebels, 
rediscovering his emotions and 
his love for his wife. This may 
seem somewhjat gooey, but 
Segal’s action-oriented direction 
keeps the film from becoming 
too sentimental, and the attrac- 
tive performances of Caine and 
Suzman make the love plot most 
compelling. Caine is particularly 
fine, so impassive at the start 
that it seems he’s just a lousy ac- 
tor, but gradually he acquires 
warmth and personality. 

Set in England with an excur- 
sion to Paris, The Black Wind- 
mill is also Siegel’s homage to 
Hitchcock. The innocent man 
pursued by the police who 
believe him guilty (at the same 
time that the villains are trying 
to do him in) is a typical 
Hitchcock protagonist. And 
Donald Pleasence’s portrayal of 
a sniffy, neurotic intelligence 
bureaucrat immediately recalls 
Hitchcock, although Pleasence, 
slightly overplaying his part, 
nervously fingers his moustache 
once or twice too often. 

Where Siegel and the 
screenplay fall short of 
Hitchcock is in somewhat 
maladroit plotting and oc- 
casional lapses of imagination. 
Some of the story’s rough edges 
are never smoothed away, and 
awkward and unconvincing final 
exposition mars the film’s 
denouement. A few scenes are 
shameless and rather stale steals 
from The French Connection 


and Le Boucher. But these short- 
comings are peripheral and do 
not detract from Siegel’s central 
concern: Caine’s return to 
humanity. 

Caine becomes a person once 
again because and after he 
becomes entirely estranged from 
all social and political in- 
stitutions, which he has learned 
are utterly corrupt and in- 
humane. Love and society are 
mutually exclusive, which is at 
once a romantic and a bleak out- 
look. It is hard to imagine what 
Caine and Suzman will do and 
how they will live after the film’s 
conclusion. But they have gained 
the audience’s affection as well 
as each ‘other’s, and one wishes 
them well.

MALIZIA. Directed by 
Salvatore Samperi.

One needn’t be a feminist to 
find this a vile movie. Even in all 
the recent pornography one 
never sees such pure, un- 
mediated male fantasy material. 
The story in Malizia (which 
translates as “malice’’) is simply 
a teenage dream: the frigid and 
nasty mother dies, the father 
and the three sons are left alone 
to stew in their horniness, but — 
mirabile dictu — enter a 
beautiful, stacked, efficient 
young woman housekeeper 
(whose presence was arranged 
for by the mother before dying), 
a domestic machine without per- 
sonality or desires. We know 
from the start that she will be a 
manipulated non-person, but 
not that she will become the 
reification of pussy. 

From Chaucer to Barth artists 
have known that lust’s comic 
potential is-real but limited, yet 
after a funny opening funeral 
scene that’s all there is. 
Everyone wants angelic Angela. 
The father merely dreams about 
it (but he winds up marrying 
her); the eldest son, about 17, 
molests her occasionally but 
eventually gives up; the middle 
son, the “hero” of the film, an 
Italian Portnoy, is the most 
abusive, and feels the most en- 
titled. He peeps, feels her up, 
persuades/coerces her to strip, 
and finally, after a sadistic 
night-time chase that winds up 
turning the naked Angela on, he 
consummates his drooling — 


Papa Gets Breakfast in Bed in Malizia 


and this in his father’s dry-goods 
store below the family apart- 
ment. 

The youngest son, an Italian 
Mason Reese, has all the lines. 


‘Though also manipulated by his 


family, he regularly tells 
everyone else off in the film, and 
being pre-pubic, doesn’t abuse 
Angela, who rewards him with 
affection (washing his tush all 
the time). 

The other women in the film 
are a castrating grandmother, a 
cock-teasing widow, the 
nymphomaniacal sister of the 
hero’s similarly horny friend; the 
other men are priests, inept 
clerks, or lechers. 

The film hasn’t a trace of self- 
consciousness; the 29-year-old 
(probably a middle son himself) 
director’s various unintended 
messages are as follows: 1) the 
souls of the departed do stay 
around, as the Church states — 
mother has her revenge; 2) 
women are to be treated as 
whores; 3) adult male genitalia 
block a man’s vision; 4) if you 
persist long enough, eventually 
you can win the competition for 
the sexually desirable’ object, 
outfoxing the other men in the 
tribe, even the father; and 5) if 
the father weds the object after 
your success, then you’ve 
satisfyingly and unguiltily bedd- 
ed your mother. 

Anthropologists several hun- 
dred years from now may want 
this obscene film as Exhibit A in 
studying 20th-century misogyny, 
especially the Mediterranean 
variety. The beaver-shooting 
camerawork sniffs up dresses, 
zooms in on chests, and leers in 
close-up, and in so doing reduces 
the male half of the audience to 


nerve-wracking, sweaty-palmed 
adolescence (there’s nothing 
hard-core, though; it’s all a 
cowardly tease). If this be satire 
(which one suspects would be the 
director’s defense), I still can’t 
imagine any woman, or most 
men, sitting through such a 
malicious Malizia.

MR. MAJESTYK. Directed by 
Richard Fleischer. Written by 
Elmore Leonard. Produced by 
Walter Mirisch. With: Charles 
Bronson, Lee Purcell, Linda 
Cristal, Al Lettieri. At the

Mr. Majestyk is a film that 
moves from a solidly credible 
beginning about the problems 
facing a small-time melon 
farmer toward increasingly in- 
credible and violent confron- 
tations between the farmer and a 
professional Mafia hit man who 
is to kill him. Themes come and 
go in this picture like schools of 
fish surfacing for a look at the 
day and then retreating to their 
depths. As a vehicle for Charles 
Bronson, mayhem master, Mr. 
Majestyk is an admirable action 
picture; it might even be one of 
Bronson’s most interesting jobs 
of acting, if anyone is interested. 

At first, director Fleischer 
seems concerned with the 
predicament of the smalltime 
farmer, who is at the mercy of 
quixotic labor conditions and an 
indifferent market. This is a 
theme that seems particularly 
important just now, as small 
farmers have joined the list of 
endangered species. The initial 
conflict involves Bronson’s 
choice to employ migrant, union 
field-workers rather than the in- 


’ experienced winos a local would- 


be gangster wants to sell him at 
reduced cost. 

However, after the film has 
raised the economic issues, the 
story tangles itself up with a 
barely credible series of 
machinations, until Bronson 
finds himself at the wheel of a 
commandeered school bus (with 
multiple-murderer Al Lettieri 
hand-cuffed to a seat) escaping 
from the police in a hail of 
bullets. 

In a scene like that, a more 
sensitive actor could have let the 
texture shred, but for Bronson, 
the quietly self-possessed super- 
man, nothing is impossible. 
Bronson’s character remains 
appealing regardless of the 
themes to which it is applied. He 
is the man who knows that socie- 
ty is a sham, that the polite 
structure of government and the 
police never did anyone any 
good, that his fate rests solely in 
his own hands. 

Mr. Majestyk’s confidence 
remains startling throughout the 
film. Bronson is constantly doing 
shocking things; he acts on his 
own principles without regard to 
consequences. This overriding 
vision permits him to break the 
law but to avoid the multiple 
assault and manslaughter 
charges that would plague a 
lesser man. 

As Fleischer develops the 
theme about the tough loner tak- 
ing charge, the other issues are 
left hanging. Linda Cristal, as a 
self-possessed chicano melon- 
picker, shows up at appropriate 
times to convince Bronson that 
he really can’t do everything 
himself, but she is proven wrong. 
The migrants get caught in the 
middle of the gang war, 
suggesting that they are 
economic pawns. 

The one stated theme that 
blooms at the outset and grows 
straight through is the idea of 
getting the job done. Bronson 
has only one desire — to get his 
melons to market. He repeatedly 
makes this point — as he 
bargains with the police for his 


freedom and” argues with 


the gangster. Even when Let- 
tieri’s hoodlums machinegun 
Bronson’s harvest of melons, he 
doggedly picks the few remain- 
ing whole fruits and sends them 
into town. 

Remarkably, the diverse 
elements — gang war, union 
issues, the plight of the small 
farmer — survive a plot that tells 
mainly of a gangster’s vendetta 
against a melon farmer. This is 
hardly a serious examination of 
the plight of the small farmer, 
but it sure is entertaining.

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Music: Loretta Lynn, Country Spokesperson

Loretta Lynn, the toast of 
Nashville, samples strawberry 
shortcake topped with non-dairy 
whipped cream, the late after- 
noon offering of a Sheraton 
motel’s room service. Reclining 
against an imitation Tudor bed 
frame, the pride of Butcher 
Hollow, Ky. has a view of 
pseudo-Japanese gardens and an 
expanse of cars known as the 
South Shore Shopping Plaza. In 
fact, outside of the woman with 
the Cherokee cheekbones, 
there’s nothing much that’s 
either genuine or unpretentious 
in sight. No matter. With Loret- 
ta in the vicinity, the gaudy en- 
virons become, on balance, 
earthy. 

“Ah hafta warn you,” she says 
in a twang that can rhyme 
“tired” and “hard’’ without for- 
cing things. “The last guy came 
to interview me, I fell asleep.” 

“Who was that?” 

“The guy from the New York 
Times. He’s writin’ mah life 
story.” 

“Do you mean to say you're 
bored with your life story?” 

“Ah sure do. Ah am really 
bored with it.” 

It’s not the average superstar, 
cover subject of Newsweek, who 
admits to boredom with her life 
story, especially with a story like 
that of the ‘‘coal miner’s 
daughter,”’ (the title of her 
biggest hit). One of seven 
children of a Kentucky miner, 
she was raised in a Depression- 
struck town that no longer exists. 
A wife at 13, she became a 
grandmother at 32 and, at 36, 
the country music “entertainer 
of the year,” the center of Loret- 
ta Lynn Enterprises (a combina- 
tion talent agency, rodeo and 
Western wear chain), owner of a 
$147,000 Greyhound-like tour 
bus, a 3600-acre Tennessee 
township and a seaside Mexican 


hideway. None. of -which the ~ 


country millionairess, in her six- 
th straight month of touring, 
much wants to talk about. A few 
hours prior to a rare appearance 
in these latitudes — at 
Cohassett’s South Shore Music 
Circus — she’s exclaiming about 
Plymouth Rock. 

“Ah just can’t get over that. 
After all I heard about it, and it 
wahn’t much more than a peb- 
ble. And that boat they packed 
us in [a replica of the 
Mayflower]. Mah bus is bigger 
than that.” 

In an hour with her, it is dow- 
nright difficult to get Loretta 
Lynn to talk about herself. 
Without considering herself a 
celebrity, she is famous, a televi- 
sion headliner who answers her 
letters personally, a-star with the 
manner of a country girl. At a 
time when country music is 
becoming progressively more 


“pop” and so marketed, Loretta 
reminds us of the bedrock reason 
for its existence and popularity. 
Her music does more than enter- 
tain fans — it speaks to the liv- 
ing conditions of a constituency, 
and commands a loyalty un- 
known to the rock star. Once 
grabbed by a tearful autograph- 
seeking admirer, Loretta com- 
mented, “I’m just like you are, 
honey.” Another culture might 
call her a spokesperson. 

' She accounts for her populari- 
ty simply by saying the songs 
appeal “because they’re about 
things I’ve lived.” It goes a bit 
further than that, though, as 
listening to her best collection 
(Greatest Hits, Vol. 2, recently- 
released by MCA) reveals. Loret- 
ta retains one of the rarest of 
skills: the ability, despite 
millions in earnings, to sing and 
write about the daily concerns of 
what remains a generally poor 
audience. She is the coal miner’s 
daughter who buys shoes for 
school from a mail order 
catalogue and reads by coal oil 
light. She half-sings, half-acts 
her way through songs like 
“One’s On the Way,” in which, 
from the vantage point of a 
Topeka back door, she reflects 
that ‘‘The girls in New York Ci- 


ty, they all march for women’s 
lib / And Better Homes and 
Gardens shows the modern way 
to live / And the pill may change 
the world tomorrow, but 
meanwhile today ... / Two kids 
are crying in Topeka and ‘one’s 
on the way.’ ” 

That song inspired a stream of 
questions about Loretta’s views 
on feminism — queries she 
sidesteps like those about 
politics (although she admits to 
not having voted for Nixon and 
to disliking Wallace). 
Nonetheless, Loretta is far from 
the heavily made-up “stand by 
your man” country stereotype. 
Her songs are hardly doctrinaire 
feminism, but they articulate 
the everyday feelings of more 
women than any other contem- 
porary singer. 

“T don’t like to be told what to 
do,” she says privately, and it 
shows in the songs she composes 
by singing into a tape recorder. 
The titles nearly speak for 
themselves: ‘“‘Don’t Come. Home 
A-Drinkin’ (with lovin’ on your 
mind),’’ she warns men in a song 
she frankly admits was inspired 
by her husband Mooney (short 
for moonshine). 

Other songs are even more up- 
front, to the point of sexual

rebellion. She rejoices at her 
mate’s walking out, saying “I 
Wanna be Free,” and goes even 
further, in a lyric penned by her 
22-year-old daughter: “With a 
ghost of a life, I just can’t be a 
wife / I’m wild, I’m too wild to be 
tamed.” 

“The disc jockeys don’t like 
those songs,’’ says Loretta. 
“They got banded [banned], but 
they made number one anyway. 
The people like ’em.” 

Considering such a 
phenomenon, the Music Circus, 
a tent theatre with a revolving 
stage, was a decidedly unlikely 
place for Loretta’s bus to camp. 
To say she was out of her ele- 
ment is severe understatement: 
the Cohassett crowd didn’t know 
country music from Johnny Car- 
son, and sat, much of the time, 
in starched ‘‘entertain me”’ 
silence. ‘‘I’d say 70 percent of the 
audience came here because they 


_saw her on television,’’ said 


Loretta’s manager. The um- 
bilical cord between singer and 
constituency was nowhere in 
evidence — suburbia may have 
some greenery, but it ain’t coun- 
try. Not that Loretta or her six- 
man band (steel guitar, fiddle, 
piano, guitar, drums, bass) let 
that bother them — the troupe 


James Taylor—Walking Away

James Taylor has always 
elicited the fangs of certain 
special interest groups. Leftists 
have held him up as a notorious 
example of bourgeois non- 
involvement, and heavy metal 
lovers (among others, to be sure) 
have attacked him rabidly for his 
doggedly laid-back rhythms and 
serene vocals. His last two 
albums invited this brand of 
criticism: they were full of a 
detached, elegantly wrought 
self-pity only the faithful could 
get beyond. But James has 
always been too easy a target. He 
makes no bones about his 
neuroses, his failings, and he has 
never pretended to be anything 
other than a man who builds 
songs to keep himself afloat. He 
is supremely vulnerable, in a 
rather dignified way, both 
onstage and on record, and this 
is a basic source of his charm. It 
is also the reason he is so easily 
picked on. 


Walking Man (Warner Bros. 
W2794) will, I’m quite sure, br- 
ing out even more of the bully in 
James’s critics: it is his most dif- 
fident album and perhaps his 
most self-preoccupied. There are 
songs about his guitar, his baby, 
his dog and his country retreat. 
One number, “Fading Away,” 


even goes this far: “When I’ve 
got something to say/ Well don’t 
I always let you know?/ So that 
you and I can go my way 
together.’’ The arrangements 
James and producer David 
Spinoza have concocted come 
dangerously close to an “easy- 
listening’? sound. The horn 
sonorities are often banal, the 
strings are used conventionally 
and even the solos are derivative 
(Michael Brecker’s tenor sax 
sounds like emasculated 
Pharaoh Sanders). On “‘Daddy’s 
Baby,” the vox humana (an in- 
strument producing the sound of 
human voices), used extensively 
on the album, gives off an un- 
mistakeable odor of soap opera. 


Despite these failings (and 
Walking Man seems to have a 
fissure, more than just a flaw, 
running through it) there are 
more than a few memorable 
moments on this album. The 
aforementioned ‘‘Daddy’s 
Baby,” swathed in a lovely 
lullaby melody, is an unsen- 
timental, surprisingly touching 
evocation of a father’s love; it 
demonstrates that James can be 
nobly emotional where others 
cannot help being maudlin. 
‘‘Walking Man’’ and 
“Migration” both seem to be 


striving to say something 
specific, and in that they fail; on 
a less concrete level, though, the 
confluence of images and music 
(and production) creates an in- 
definite but potent feeling. ‘““Me 
And My Guitar’? could con- 
ceivably be James Taylor’s most 
delightful song. Its sense of 
humor is unstinting (and the 
song muet be heard that way to 
be appreciated), producing lines 
like ‘“‘There’s no such thing as 
the wrong time/ He hops up on 
my knee/ Singing get down pops, 
it’s song time.” 


Two songs, “Let It All Fall 
Down” and “Fading Away” are 
worthy of the closest scrutiny. 
The former, unpretentiously 
poetic, shows, as does “‘Daddy’s 
Baby,”’ why Taylor is a great 
songwriter. He can approach a 
subject, in this case Watergate, 
in the face of which almost all 
other writers would become 
heavy-handed and obvious; his 
restraint and his energetic, 
stretching songwriting provide a 
fresh and edifying perspective. 
(Compare “Let It All Fall Down” 
with Arlo Guthrie’s pretentious 
and common ‘‘Presidential 
Rag.”’) “Fading Away” seems to 
be James Taylor’s big kiss-off. 
He first evokes his current con- 


dition: “Lately this old dog/ Has 
been chasing his tail’’ and 
“Everybody’s breezing up/ But 
I’m seizing up, I’m freezing up/ 
And I’m fading away.” He wants 
to “quit this roundabout,” and 
“sit this next one out.” “You can 
strike up the band without me.” 
If I read him correctly, James 
has come to find the process of 
record-making to be ‘‘make- 
believe.’’ It is no longer 
something he has to do; it is 
merely what has come to be ex- 
pected of him, by his following, 
his record company and perhaps 
even by himself. Beyond the 
message, “Fading Away” is one 
of the loveliest sad songs you are 
likely to hear. 


I might mention, too, that 
James’ voice has never been 
better, and his singing has never 
been more painstaking and in- 
telligent. On “Walking Man” 
and “Let It All Fall Down” his 
voice is gorgeously deep and 
clear; on “Daddy’s Baby” it’s ° 
delicately crooning; on “Promis- 
ed Land” (a Chuck Berry tune 
that suffers from lame produc- 
tion) it’s effortlessly detailed. 
Most of all, though, and “‘Fading 
Away” is the best evidence for 
this, James’s singing mirrors his 
writing in its mix of restraint and 
expressiveness. 
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went through her hits with the 
same down-to-earth touches 
they’d include in gymnasium 
concert down home. When a re- 
quest was shouted (by this 
reporter) for ‘“‘One’s On the 
Way,” she retorted, “‘No it’s not. 
That’s just the way this dress 
makes me look. I keep mah legs 
crossed now, not mah fingers.” 
The beauty shop and station 
wagon crowd gasped a bit, after 
which Loretta continued, “I 
hope you don’t mind. I’m just 
myself.” 

The strange scene at the 
‘Music Circus is, however, 
becoming less weird for country 
singers, as Nashville makes a 
corporate push north, and coun- 
try’s rural origins more subur- 
banized. Loretta herself is 
something of a throwback — not 
many country girls are growing 
up in Kentucky shacks, saving 
radio batteries to listen to the 
Grand Ole Opry on Saturday 
nights. ‘“Many’s the morning 
mah mama would find me curled 
up sleeping, cradling that radio 
on Sunday morning,’’ she 
recalls. 


As detailed in these pages 
_earlier this year, even the Opry 
itself has been suburbanized, 
having moved from fabled 
Ryman Auditorium to the 
Opryland tourist complex, 
christened by Richard Nixon. 
Loretta Lynn might well be 
describing a future course for 
country music in general with 
her maverick view of the new 
Opry House. “I don’t know. It’s 
easier for artists [to play there], 
but something is missing. I’m 
not nervous when I play there 
like I was at the old Opry House. 
It’s just another show.” 

As for now, though, Loretta is 
proclaimed even unto the cover 
of national magazines as the 
country queen, and continues to 
sing songs for an extended family 
to whom few other singers can 
relate. 


Ballbusting Bliss

Innocuous in virginal white, 
Mahavishnu John McLaughlin 
opened his set by requesting, as 
usual, a moment of silence. 
Instead he got hoots and catcalls 
from the crowd that had packed 
the seamy Cape Cod Coliseum. 
They had come not to be cleans- 
ed, not to be attuned to sacred 
harmonies, but to be whipped 
and bludgeoned into numb awe. 
They got what they wanted: the 
second incarnation of the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra is, at its 
best, as stunning as the first. But 
last week’s concert, although a 
qualified triumph, dramatized 


the contradictions between in- | 


tention and. performance, 
between audience and per- 
former, which seem to trouble 
McLaughlin at the same time 
that they make him so in- 
teresting. 

The paradox is that one so ap- 
parently serene and so com- 
mitted to spreading Sri Chin- 
moy’s gospel plays music that 
hurts to an audience eager to be 
obliterated, not exalted. This is 
important: Mahavishnu hurts. 
His speed, his volume, his pier- 
cing high notes and his sharp 
dissonances are so painful and 
devastating that only the deaf 
don’t wince, and the squeamish 
stay away altogether. Listening 
to Mahavishnu live is a confron- 
tation with a power and intensity 
that spellbind, terrify and 
overwhelm much as a tornado 
must. It strikes the fear, not the 
love, of God into one’s heart, and 
it appeals less to the earnest, the 
gentle, and the religiously- 
inclined than it does to the thrill- 
seeking and experience-hungry. 
Sri Chinmoy has frequently been 
rumored to have misgivings 
about his disciple’s music, and 
he has every right to be uneasy. 
The disparity between 


Mahavishnu and his following 
recalls Ravi Shankar’s plight. He 
pleaded that his listeners refrain 
from drugs and attend seriously 
to his ragas, yet his music was 
appreciated as psychedelic 
Muzak. Similarly, McLaughlin 
may bestow upon his albums 
and compositions devotional 
titles, but he’s popular because 
he’s a ballbuster. 

This problem must have con- 
tributed to the demise of the 
original Orchestra, and 
Apocalypse, which showcases 
McLaughlin’s new band, is an 
ill-fated attempt at a solution. 
Recorded with the London 
Symphony Orchestra (Michael 
Tilson Thomas conducting), this 
album makes no bones about be- 
ing High Art, by which 
McLaughlin and orchestral 
arranger Michael Gibbs mean 
pseudo-classical musical alter- 
nately magniloquent and 
mawkish, and often imitative of 
Mahler. No brain-scrambling 
here, thank you. What 
McLaughlin is aiming for is 
music that more accurately ex- 
presses his religious life. Perhaps 
he succeeds, but if so, his success 
is his undoing, because 
Apocalypse is trite, disorganiz- 
ed, and dull. 

To begin with, bliss, no matter 
how cherished by someone for- 
tunate enough to feel it, can be 
pretty boring to an outsider. 
Bliss, after all, is characterized 
by the absence of contrast, ten- 
sion, and even personality, and 
without these it’s hard to make 
compelling music. Apocalypse’s 
prime offender in this regard is 
“Hymn to Him,” a saccharine 
paean sung by McLaughlin’s 
new keyboard player, Gayle 
Moran. She’s supposed to sound 
angelic, but more than anything 


vocal is vapid. Wherever the 


album reaches for serenity it 
falls into syrup and resembles 
the soundtrack to a sentimental 
movie. When Mahavishnu starts 
to sound like Michel Legrand, 
something is dreadfully wrong. 
Another problem is that 
McLaughlin is unable to mesh 
with an orchestra. He wants to 
change his music, yet his guitar 
style remains that of a virtuoso 
soloist. Possibly he might find 
congenial the format of a 19th- 
century concerto, but by no 
stretch of the imagination is 
McLaughlin, at least for now, 
skilled enough a writer to pull off 
something so imposing. Conse- 
quently Apocalypse tends to 
lurch back and forth between 
orchestral passages and stretches 
of McLaughlin sounding as he 
always has, only a little sub- 
dued. A shrewd composer might 
have exploited these discon- 
tinuities to a dramatic end, but 
Apocalypse is merely disjointed. 
The new Orchestra’s live per- 
formance was another story, 
even though almost all the 
material was drawn from the 
new album. Stripped of much of 
their symphonic window- 
dressing, most of the numbers 
(except the irredeemable 
“Hymn”) bristled with a power 


_and incandescence the recorded 


versions left one totally un- 
prepared for. McLaughlin 
battered the Coliseum with 
thunderous riffs, flooded it with 
flurrying cascades of notes. He 
looked seraphic, but the 
onslaught he unleashed was 
demonic, and most of the time 
the eleven-piece band might just 
as well have been the old 
quintet. And there’s the rub: the 
concert’s weakest moments were 
those during which the 
Orchestra tried something new. 


Whenever the precious string 
quartet or two trumpeters shared 
the limelight they dissipated the 
evening’s intensity. The 
Orchestra was at its best when 
pared down to the instrumental 
line-up of its predecessor and 
when it adhered to the formulas 
McLaughlin had developed with 
that band. This isn’t to suggest 
that McLaughlin should not 
have allowed his first Orchestra 
to fall apart. He had just about 
exhausted that band’s 
possibilities, a certain redundan- 
cy was beginning to creep in, and 
it was time to move on. But 
McLaughlin has yet to come up 
with a new musical concept as 
potent as the old one. This may 
take some time. 


That the new Orchestra can 
sound so much like the previous 
one while composed, with one 
exception, of markedly inferior 
musicians, is surprising. 
Drummer Michael Walden and 
bassist Ralphe Armstrong are 
into more simplistic rock 
rhythms than the men they 
replaced, and neither dazzles. 
Gayle Moran seems competent 
on keyboards, but she is general- 
ly relegated to the background; 
her one extended solo did not 
make me wish otherwise. 


The only musician of real 
stature in the new band is 
violinist Jean-Luc Ponty, whose 
presence on Apocalypse was 
criminally inconspicuous. In 
concert he was more prominent 
but had yet to come into his own: 
too often he simply filled in for 
his predecessor, Jerry Goodman, 
and Ponty is too good for this. 
Like McLaughlin, he will have to 
devise a new approach — it’s 
likely both will. At the moment 
McLaughlin is in transition — 
and the less said about 
Apocalypse the better — but his 
live performance showed that 
even in such an uncertain state 
his brilliance is almost unrival- 
ed.

Packed into this pair of 
albums is all the live excitement 
of a morgue on a slow night. 
When Motown and Stax/Volt 
assaulted the Old World they did 
it right, but Kenny Gamble and 
Leon Huff sent over The O'Jays, 
the Intruders, and Billy Paul 
with a mediocre band, worse 
arrangements, and disastrously 
ill-conceived sets. To top it all 
off, the concerts were poorly 
recorded. 


The O'Jays are in fairly good 
voice but flop horrendously. 
Although they’re most adept at 
singing fast-paced material, 
their skimpy set (six songs!) in- 
cludes two dreary ballads 
arranged for Las Vegas, both of 
which drag on for over ten 
minutes. As if determined to talk 
as much and sing as little as 
possible, the group fritters away 
much of the album rapping and 
struggling in vain to induce an 
understandably unresponsive 
audience to clap or sing along. 
The band sounds uninspired, 
but generally only the brass and 
drums are audible. This pulls 
the rug out from under “Back 
Stabbers,”’ central to the song as 
its guitar figure is. The O’Jays 
themselves seem frequently to 
stray from their mikes, so that 
listening to the album requires 
constant fiddling with the 
volume. Towards the end of the 
record one member of the group 
cries, “Are you still out there?” 
Funny he should ask. 


Billy Paul comes off a little 
better. He sings only four songs, 


but at least they’re up-tempo. 
And he chatters less, although 
his singing is a kind of chatter. 
The recording is somewhat 
better, so that except on “Me 
and Mrs. Jones” the entire band 
may usually be heard. The 
charts have a bit more zip than 
the O'Jays’ (except again for 
“Mrs. Jones”), possibly because 
Paul had a hand in them. But 
Paul’s problem is himself. What 
he tries to pass off as 
sophisticated, jazzy vocal im- 
provisation is more often than 
not an aimless, sloppy shuck. 
Only intermittently does he ac- 
tually manage to cook, primarily 
on Elton John’s “Your Song.” 


Underlying and contributing 
to all the shortcomings of these 
albums is the fact that the 
Philadelphia Sound, unlike, for 
instance, Memphis soul, is 
almost entirely a creation of the 
recording studio. Perhaps Gam- 
ble and Huff should never have 
set their sights on Europe, and 
the O’Jays and Billy Paul should 
never have left South Street and 
Sigma Sound.

Little Beaver: BLACK 
RHAPSODY (Cat 1602) 


Latimore: MORE MORE 
LATIMORE (Glades 6503) 


The music coming out of 
Henry Stone’s TK studio in 
Miami is among the most in- 
novative and funky R&B being 
recorded. In the past, creative 
energies have largely been con- 
centrated on blockbuster singles 
(by Betty Wright and Clarence 
Reid for openers) with the few 
albums released containing a 
mishmash of single hits and 
throwaway material. The singles 
emphasis is still there (stronger 
than ever) but now albums are 
being looked at as complete en- 
tities rather than quick buck 
follow-ups. These two most re- 
cent TK releases are an indica- 
tion of both the diversity of style 
and the superior album quality 
we can expect henceforth out of 
Miami. 

Little Beaver (Willie Hale) is 
the studio’s premier guitar 
player as well as one of its more 
prolific songwriters. Outside of 
Betty Wright he may be the 


single most creative talent in 
Miami. Black Rhapsody is his 
second LP and is only a small in- 
dication of this man’s many and 
various talents. The album is in- 
strumental, recorded with just a 
trio (Beaver is double-tracked) 
and showcases his original yet 
eclectic guitar style (showing 
debts to Wes Montgomery, Bob- 
by Womack and BB King). The 
instrumentals are funkier than 
jazz equivalents, and Beaver’s 
licks are more innovative than 
any of the heavy R&B guitarists’ 
(Womack, Cropper et al). 
Benny Latimore is the studio’s 
chief keyboard player and his 
style (vocal and piano) and 
arrangements are reminiscent of 
what Big Joe Williams does, 
with heavy R&B undertones. 
Latimore uses a lot of blues stan- 
dards (Bland’s “Ain’t Nothing 
You Can Do,” Willie Mabon’s “I 
Don’t Know” and even “Every- 
day I Have The Blues”’), but the 
strongest songs are those penned 
by Beaver and himself (par- 
ticularly the straining “Let’s 
Straighten It Out”). Much like 
Beaver, Latimore has developed 
a highly individual approach to 
his music, and, like Beaver, he’s 


-a largely unrecognized talent 


deserving of a wider audience.

Cab Calloway: HI DE HO 
MAN (Columbia G 32593) 


The best starting point for an 
appreciation of Cab Calloway is 
Minnie the Moocher, a 1932 Bet- 
ty Boop cartoon (named after 
Calloway’s signature tune) that 
played recently at the Orson 
Welles. Not only is the anima- 
tion a superb dream fantasy and 
the music raw and powerful 
(quite superior to the 1942 ver- 
sion on this Columbia reissue), 


but there’s an insert of Cab in his 
youth — rubber legs, snake hips 
and flying hair. A brilliant 
dancer, and the source of much 
of Jame’s Brown’s act. 


Hi De Ho Man allows a look, 
on the other hand, at the 
Calloway band. Personnel 
remained surprisingly constant 
in the years covered by this two- 
record set (1935-47), allowing 
ensemble phrasing to get ex- 
tremely tight. The best of the 
soloists was tenor sax great Chu 
Berry, who gets five spots on side 
one; there are also brief glimpses 
of a young, pre-bop Dizzy 
Gillespie (he announces himself 
as “Diz the Whiz” on one tune), 
trumpeter Jonah Jones, 
drummer Cozy Cole and tenor- 
man Ike Quebec. On this 
evidence, however, the Calloway 
band was not the monumental 
organization many swing-era 
enthusiasts claim. Many of the 
arrangements are no better than 
ordinary, while the soloists rare- 
ly get eight bars at a stretch. 


The reply, of course, is that 
the band (and this album) was 
designed to feature Cab. 
Calloway is a singer and a per- 
sonality, not a musician, so the 
band couldn’t help being upstag- 
ed. His exuberance and full, 
wide-ranging voice are certainly 
infectious. His scatting and ran- 
dom jive are something else — 
heavily borrowed from 
Armstrong and Waller without 
their rhythmic flexibility, and 
extremely repetitious. One can 
only digest so many hi de ho’s 
and hoy hoy’s before the ration- 
ing of only five tracks per side 
sounds more charitable than 
meager. 


The first two sides, with the 
pre-war recordings, are generally 
the best, filled with marvelous 
examples of Depression-era 
lyrics. The infamous Minnie, for 
instance, loved Smokey although 
he was tokey and dreamed that 
the King of Sweden gave her 
what she was needin’. My 
favorite example of thirties’ syn- 
tax, joining inflated phraseology, 
jive and pure non sequitur, is 
“Fifteen Minutes Intermission.” 
The band requests a break, 
“with your permission.” Cab’s 
reply: “This doggone music got 
stompin’ sure/ Then intermis- 
sion is the only cure/ To ease 
your palpitatin’ embouchure/ 
You’ll never get to heaven if you 
treat me this way!”

PLEASANT AND

IRISH PIPE MUSIC 
(Nonesuch H-72059) 


Little private non-commercial 
labels are the vital sap of obscure 
branches of music. Mandolin ace 
Frank Wakefield’s recording 
appears on Rounder; a host of 
Appalachian labels with names 
like County and Rebel present 
the work of bluegrass greats such 
as fiddler Kenny Baker; much of 
the British folk scene can be 
found on Bill Leader’s Trailer 
label. Living Folk is Cambridge’s 
own folk label, and Pleasant and 
Delightful is a collection of the 
types of material it hopes to pre- 
sent. 

Among the highlights here are 
renowned Britishers. Fiddler Aly 
Bain, of the Irish band Boys of 
the Lough, turns in a deftly 
played reel, ““The Coolies,” and 
expatriate troubadors John 
Roberts and Tony Barrand lend 
their ribald talents to the call- 
and-response of Cutty 
Wren.” Local artists sing British 
broadside ballads and songs 
derived therefrom; the Mother 
Bay State Entertainers have a 
lilting version of “Pretty Polly.” 
Helen Schneyer, a famous trad 
singer from the Washington 
area, sings a powerful tune, “The 
Whale Catchers,’’ and Mary 
Rhoads renders a lovely 
dulcimer version of the sacred 
song “Few Days.” This record 
and at least one other like it may 
be obtained from Living Folk 
Records, P.O. Box 119, Harvard 
Square Station, Cambridge, 
Ma., 02138. 

Nonesuch of course continues 
to put out high quality albums at 
budget prices. Irish: Pipe Music 
was recorded by the young Irish 
piper Finbar Furey, and contains 
several-dance tunes and airs per- 
formed in Furey’s innovative 
piping style. Furey is something 
of a maverick: his tastes run to 
jazz and rock as much as to jigs 
and reels, and his technique on 
the complicated Uillean pipes is 
unusual »Furthermore, at the age 
of 23 he is not quite practiced 
enough to be considered a good 
piper in a country where the pip- 
ing tradition is only slightly less 
important than the sanctity of 
life. But if he continues to 
develop at his present pace, he’ll 
be a great piper in the years to 
come.

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Theatre: Chic Coward and Comic Sadliem

PRIVATE LIVES by Noel 
Coward. Directed by Peter D. 
Arnott. Set Design by David 
Sackeroff. At the Tufts Arena 
Theater through July 13. 
After the first awful minutes, 
during which one adjusts to a 
fey, smooth-cheeked Elyot look- 
ing about as suave and easy in 
his tuxedo as the sophomore cor- 
sage crew at a high school prom, 
the Tufts Arena Theater 
“Private Lives” is crisp summer 
entertainment. It is difficult for 
youngish, post-collegiate actors 


‘to ooze the sophistication’ 


necessary for Noel Coward (who 
probably bathed in his tuxedo, 
at least after five), but the Tufts 
company hasn’t let it scare 
them. And except that the 
production teeters on the brink 
of camp from time to time, their 
rendition of this delightful play 
is, well, delightful. 

It is difficult at the beginning 
to adjust to the scale of things, to 
envision the grace and “chic” of 
a Coward hotel terrace in the 
tiny arena (equipped with little 
more than some ice cream parlor 
chairs and plywood planters) 
when you are so close to the ac- 
tors you can see their pimples. 
Coward, I think, requires dis- 
tance if one is to believe in all 
that glamor — in a world of 
worldly Ozzies without Harriet, 
where no one works or even 
thinks about it, where everyone 
is either marvelously witty or 
condemned as a dreadful bore 
and where “Tunis” has a right 
and wrong time of year for the 
continental traveler. 

But Coward proves adaptable, 
and this frothy, amoral play 
comes to bubble even in close 
quarters. “Private Lives” is the 
story of the debonair Elyot and 
his sleek and slinky former mate, 
Amanda — perhaps the original 
Cosmo Girl — and how they 
happen to meet after years of 
solitary globe-trotting and 
wound-licking. Implausibly 
enough — but who cares? — 
each is honeymooning with a 
new and remarkably drippy 
mate. So boorish are the new 
spouses, in fact, that it is dif- 
ficult to blame our hero and 
heroine for refalling in love 
across the planters that divide 
their terraces and bolting for 
Paris while Sibyl and Victor are 
inflicting themselves on innocent 
people in the bar. 

Now it’s obvious that when 
Elyot and Amanda parted com- 
pany, they split everything 50-50 
— scathing wit, savoir-faire, 
oodles of money, a violent 
temper, and the family cigarette 
holders. And once the passions 
are rekindled, it isn’t long before 
the gaga-eyes across the coffee 
and Cointreau have narrowed, 
and it’s war again. The dialogue 
is utterly induplicable (only 
Noel Coward could get away 


with lines like “Don’t quibble, 


Sibyl” and dismissing marriage 


as “a frowsy business”) and, 
most of it, terribly quotable. And 
in an age of whoredom so all- 
encompassing that Larry Olivier 
hawks cameras on television, it 
is a near-necessity for many of us 


which comes off as terribly 
phony, might best be eliminated 
— if one can stand bidding 
farewell to the old cliche. 

As the unfortunate second 
spouses, Carla Dragoni and 
Mark D. Swiney are fittingly in- 
sipid. She is the quintessential

to believe in these wonderful 
characters. 

Peter Arnott has directed the 
production perkily enough, and 
David Sackeroff’s suggestion of 
the hotel terrace with tile floor 
and the mere trimming of an aw- 
ning is rather nice, considering 
the limitations of the space. The 
two glittery doors, however, look 
like something from ‘“‘Let’s Make 
a Deal.” The 1930s costumes by 
Mary Harkins, knee-length Zsa 
Zsa Gabor for Sibyl and tasteful- 
ly snaky for Amanda, are well 
designed and executed if not 
terribly flattering. And the men 
aren’t wrinkled or dusty as they 
so often are in period plays. 

All of the actors are ac- 
complished, but Jan Lewis is 
particularly decent as Amanda, 
though she begins with three 
strikes for being neither sleek, 
slinky nor sandpaper-throated. 
No matter — once she abandons 
the pose-striking of her first en- 
trance, she is funny, fascinating 
and still believable. And the way 
she spits out “Sibyl’s” name, as 
though it were a bad taste, is 
great. William Franklin Hutson 
is appropriately careless, even a 
trifle caddish, as Elyot — I 
almost forgave him for sticking 
his tongue out at her, inap- 
propriate as it was. Their fight 
is, in particular, deserving of a 
word of praise since it is sur- 
prisingly convincing for a stage- 
battle with spectators so close to 
ringside. Only the spanking, 


Mama’s Baby that everyone was 
forced to play with at one time or 
another — and how easy to 
remember the gratification of 
getting the whining creature dir- 
ty. As for Swiney’s Victor, one 
can tell at a glance that his 
hands sweat, and that is as it 
should be. 


ENTERTAINING MR. 
SLOANE by Joe Orton. 
Directed by John Dillon, 
Designed by Donato Moreno. 
At the Provincetown 
Playhouse through July 13. 
Joe Orton was hammered to 
death in 1967 by a “‘lover’’ — ah, 


such sordid stuff as National 
Enquirer dreams are made of. 
The casually macabre 
happenings of Orton’s “Enter- 
taining Mr. Sloane” are not 
quite so unsavory, but the 
suggestion of sickie humor in 
thinly veiled horror is much the 
same. The ironically titled black 
comedy, rife with Pinteresque 
menace as well as the Ortonian 
dose of good-natured perversion, 
makes a strange but never boring 
opener for the Provincetown 
Playhouse season. As the am- 
bience of P-town is more 
sophisticated than that of 
Falmouth, Chatham,, and the 
family vacation spots, so the 
summer entertainment is less 
canned. 

“Entertaining Mr. Sloane,” 
the warming tale of a leather- 
clad lodger who plays whore to 
his spinster landlady and to her 
homosexual brother, 
culminating the affair(s) by 
kicking their elderly dad to 
death, is not for everybody — or 
so the ads might read. It is, 
however, an extremely well- 
crafted play. The mix of horror 
and wicked humor as Kath and 
her mysterious brother, Ed, vie 
for the dubious honor of “‘enter- 
taining Mr. Sloane,” a 17-year- 
old punk sponger, slowly 
mounts, until in the end they 
have agreed to share their stud 
at six-month intervals and to ex- 
cuse his cold-blooded 
manipulations, even murder, as 
the result of “improper parental 
control and lack of training.” 
Sordid as the whole set-up may 
be, Orton shows quite 
successfully the devastating 
lengths to which people will 
compromise themselves to avoid 
sleeping alone. And while the 
shabby, self-deluded characters 
might be genuinely pitiable in 
another context, it is.impossible 
not to surrender indignation up 
to laughter when, after the fey 
Mr. Sloane kicks “Dada” to 
death because “he upset me,” 


Ed comments with the sincerest 
regret, “I knew we should have 
asked for references.” 

“Entertaining Mr. Soane”’ has 
been tightly directed by John 
Dillon, late of Washington’s 
Arena Stage. The production is 
competently underplayed, and 
while the material approaches 
the absurd, Dillon has chosen to 
present it as humdrum realism. 
The claustrophobic set by 
Donato Moreno is as frumpy as 
poor Kath, perfect in every 
detail from the faded pink 
wallpaper and dusty drapes to 
the cheap motel artwork in five- 
and-dime frames. Except for the 
inexplicably wealthy 
businessman-brother, who 
remains a figure of uncomfor- 
table mystery not unlike Mick in 
Pinter’s ‘‘The Caretaker,’”’ 
everything is so cozy and mun- 
dane that the inhabitants seem 
all the more twisted behind their 
everyday facades. Or are they? 

An oddly disturbing comedy, 
“Entertaining Mr. Sloane’’ is 
nicely played in Provincetown, 
especially by Robin Howard as 
the frowsy middle-aged Kath 
whose womanly desires have 
been so long confused and un- 
fulfilled that she seeks to 
smother Sloane in both mother- 
love and pathetic schoolgirl 
come-on. Although Ms. Howard 
is the only card-carrying 
member of Actors’ Equity who 
appears in the production, the 
company is quite professional. 
Only Mark Robinson, who 
becomes inexplicably tongue- 
tied at the worst moments and 
fluffs his lines a lot, is weak. 
Probably just a case of opening 
night jitters. 

One titters often at Mr. Sloane 
and his lonely benefactors, but 
the play’s final image — Kath 
alone on the couch, fixing her 
false teeth and caressing her 
pregnant middle, oblivious to 
the dead old man upstairs — 
brings on the willies, even days 
later.

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Architecture: Overlooking Copley Square

Few buildings possess the 
stature and hypnotic presence of 
the John Hancock Tower. As one 
approaches the city on the 
Southeast Expressway, it can be 
seen rising, essentially alone, 
above the South End — the 
focus of the Boston skyline. Its 
shape changes with one’s view- 
point, its surfaces reflect and 
participate in the sky. One can- 
not help questioning whether it 
is really (or merely) a building; 
redirecting as it does the sun’s 
rays, it seems more a mystical 
symbol, a corporate totem. 
When more closely viewed (from 
Charlestown or Cambridge) 
where it is seen in the more im- 
mediate company of lesser 
buildings, it is far less 
mysterious. Still, the impression 
is of a finely turned out piece of 
architecture, if not sculpture. Its 
lines are crisp, the irregular form 
intriquing, the mirror glass wall 
slick and proud. 
I.M.Pei, the architect of the 
Hancock Tower, is a serious stu- 
dent and product of the architec- 
tural traditions of the 20th cen- 
tury generally referred to as 
“Modern Architecture.’”’ The 
glass of his building is mounted 
flush to enhance the sense of a 
uniform, continuous, skin; the 
design embodies the modernist 
dictum of “less is more.” 
Critical to the success of this 
minimal architectural statement 
is a reliance on innovative 
engineering, and on an engineer- 
ing aesthetic of simple lines and 
functional operation. The 
dependence on technology for 
architectural motifs has per- 
sisted since the architects of the 
1920s ‘‘discovered’’ modern 
technology. But rarely has an 
architect, in an attempt to create 
something spectacular, so over- 


reached technology’s present 
limits. One hopes that Pei’s ex- 
perience with the Hancock’s fall- 
ing glass and foundation 
problems will be humbling for 
him, as well as for the entire 
profession. 

But even if ultimately 
“successful,” the Hancock tower 
is a good example of the business 
community’s charactertic 
cultural materialism. Art, not for 
the first, or last time, was 
employed by a powerful institu- 
tion for its own advertisement 
and glory: art in the service of 
the corporate image. It is ironic 
in the very least that the face 
that was to reflect so highly on 
the John Hancock Mutual Life 
Insurance Company should be 
falling off; it is appropriate that 
what has become a corporate 
embarrassment should be a 
physical stigma as well: they are 
losing face. 

The buildings of Copley 
Square represent the height of 
Victorian Boston’s cultural 
achievement. The Boston Public 
Library, Trinity Church, and 
new Old South Church were 
meant to display and establish 
Boston’s taste in the late 19th 
century. The mode of expression 
was through architectural styles 
cribbed from other eras and 
countries; the buildings were 
rich in visual minutiae and sym- 
bolic references. Into this highly 
eclectic yet human-scaled con- 
text has been lowered (erected?) 
a building virtually devoid of 
texture and detail. It has been 
argued that the glass facade of 
the Hancock Tower is the perfect 
foil for the fussiness of Copley 
Square; but in providing a con- 
trast to what exists, the architect 
took too extreme, too austere a 
position. 


It is a natural reflex to judge 
the size of objects by relating 
them, usually unconsciously, to 
the human experience. By doing 
this one not only measures what 
he sees but also unites it with his 
own world. For a man or woman 
to feel at ease with his environ- 
ment he or she must be able 
successfully to make this com- 
parison. The John Hancock 
Tower defies human measure- 
ment. Its two elements — glass 
sheet and metal frame — are not 
of a size common to human 
dimension or experience. Nor is 
the building the same height as 
anything around it. The confu- 
sion is increased because from 
Copley Plaza the building is 
relatively narrow (as narrow as 
the facade of Trinity Church) yet 
still dramatically higher. To be 
so out of scale is a double affront 
to the person who has to view it 
from less than two blocks away: 
it disrupts the sense of repose 
and continuity created by the 
more consistently scaled 
buildings in Copley Square, and 
if offends the pedestrian by so 
totally ignoring his physical 
frame of reference. 

The way in which the Hancock 
Tower relates to its own block 
reveals how little room there is in 
the architect’s aesthetic 
framework for varied and com- 
plex touches. The entrance plaza 
is to be unlandscaped, all win- 
dows will be reflective glass, and 
the handling of the five revolving 
door bubbles will fail to relieve 
the metallic mass with a humane 
entrance. The major architec- 
tural idea is so refined and 
dependent on an uncluttered 
statement that even the addition 
of trees or grass (which give the 
old Hancock building across the 
street some warmth and ease) 


would threaten it. 

When the building was 
originally presented to the public 
in the late 1960's, the architects 
emphasized that the building 
would almost disappear as it 
reflected the buildings around it 
and the sky above. To say that a 
building 60 stories high will tend 
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uapoqiesy, 


to disappear is a specious argu- 
ment; anything 60 stories high is 
not going to disappear just 
because some one who should 
know better says it will. 
Reflective glass is a curious 
material. Developed to decrease 
the amount of heat and light 
that it transmits, the attrac- 
tiveness of its novel reflective 
quality is significantly diminish- 
ed by the oppressively opaque 
nature of the glass during the 
day. Trying to see into a building 
clad in reflective glass is similar 
to trying to talk to some one with 
silvered sun glasses; one is 
threatened by the impenetrable 


stare. At present, these qualities 
of the glass at street level are not 
bothersome as black plywood 
has replaced the windows. And 
as the rough-sawn plywood has 
weathered, it has introduced 
handsome elements of age, tex- 
ture, and color. The plywood 
gives the bottom half of the 


--—building the character of an un- 


opened package; there is a plea- 
sant sense of incompleteness and 
anticipation. The division of the 
building into glass and wood 
acknowledges, in’ a’ general 
manner, the two realms in which 
the building exists: the regional 
(upper portion) and the street 
(lower portion). All of these 
aspects will be lost when the un- 
differentiated glass wall is again 
in place. 

By reducing, as the architect 
has done, the concept of the 
John Hancock Tower to a single 
idea — a reflective glass wall — 
and by intentionally eliminating 
any element that would detract 
from that idea’s physical expres- 
sion, we are left with a building 
that is eloquent in one respect 
but dumb in all others. It is an 
architecture of exclusion. At a 
time when urban issues are 
becoming more complex, it is 
paradoxical that our architec- 
tural “masterpieces” are becom- 
ing simplistic, narrow in their 
focus, and responsive to a single 
audience: the paying client.

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: The Black 
Windmill. Misleadingly billed as “the 
ultimate exercise in controlled terror,” 
this is actually a modest suspense film 
as well as an appealing love story, more 
heart-warming than hair-raising. Set in 
England with an excursion to Paris, The 
Black Windmill is director Siegel’s 
homage to Hitchcock; Michael gives a 
sensitive performance as the innocent 
man who rediscovers his humanity while 
being pursued by police who believe him 
guilty (and by villains trying to do him 
in). At the Cheri. 

CHINATOWN. Roman Polanski makes 
his directorial return with this sleek 
period piece, a thirties’ detective drama 
that never quite stands up as a coherent 
mystery. Nor, on the other hand, does it 
present a particularly original slant; 


perversities (a slashed nose, incest, fish 
eyes for dinner), this is mostly a collec- 
tion of detective-story cliches. However, 
Jack Nicholson performs magnificently 
as the quintessential smartass, and this 
is the first in the current spate of period 
films not to flaunt its authenticity; it’s 
just quietly convincing, at least as far as 
period detail goes. Screenplay by Robert 
Towne (The Last Detail), who has the 
reputation of a skillful screenwriter for 
reasons that elude us completely. Con- 
fused, but promising enough to be worth 
your while. At the Circle, Brookline. 
MALIZIA. This is a loathesome film 
irrespective of one’s sexism barometer. 
A pretty young woman enters the 
household of a widower and his three 
sons, and is fantastically manipulated 
by them and by the director. Not hard- 
core, just obscene Mediterranean mis- 
ogyny. At the Charles West. 

FOR PETE’S SAKE. Zany Barbra, as 
she is being called in the ads, runs 
through all manner of hijinx to make her 
husband rich — she delivers bombs for 


the mob, she rustles cattle, she tries to 
hook (sort of like a Doris Day miscast in 
Belle du Jour; her madam is played by 
Molly Picon). Naturally (since money is 
everything, in this scheme of things) 
they do get rich in the end, but not 
without plenty of trouble. Basically a 
geriatric good time, with a few harmless 
kissing scenes to appeal to the young 
‘uns. But all in all it’s a poor man’s 
What’s Up Doc?, with the poor men in 
question being Michael Sarrazin (in the 
thankless role of Barbra’s husband) and 
director Peter Yates (whose last comedy 
was The Hot Rock, and who wouldn’t 
know a good joke if it shot him between 
the eyebrows). At the Paris and subur- 
ban theatres. 


THAT’S ENTERTAINMENT. The 
idea is a guaranteed winner: a collection 
of clips from vintage movie musicals, 
featuring such tuneful greats as Judy 
Garland, such toe-tappers as Kelly and 
Astaire, such aquabats as Esther 
Williams. And we have a few reser- 
vations: at two and a quarter hours it’s 


too long, only MGM material was 


available (hence no good Rogers-Astaire 
footage), great material like the 
American In Paris ballet demands to be 
seen in its entirety, and nobody needed 
to see how sad and grayish the stars have 
grown as they wobble out to introduce 
the highlights. However, it’s great fun 
anyway, especially the parts that are 
edited for comedy (i.e. Garland and 
Mickey Rooney playing the identical 
scene in about ten different Andy Hardy 
pictures).

DAISY MILLER. More a vehicle for 
Cybill Shepherd than an adaptation of 
Henry James, and it all makes precious 
little sense when the focus is shifted 
from Barry Brown’s Winterbourne to 
Cybill’s Daisy.
